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Bravo, BCDC 


HERE IS actually some good 
Tex: this week, remarkably good 

news, the sort of thing that can 
cause political earthquakes in San 
Francisco — and (not surprisingly) the 
daily papers seem to be ignoring it. 

We just got the word Tuesday 
morning, too late to get more than a 
quick summary in this week’s paper, 
but the basic scoop is this: The Under- 
water World aquarium project just 
took a major blow from a powerful 
state agency, and it appears right now 
as if the project as it is currently 
designed is very close to dead. 

Yesterday, the design review panel 
of the Bay Conservation and Develop- 
ment Commission decided that the 
Underwater World proposal did not fit 
the agency’s criteria and should be sent 
back to the drawing board. Among 
other things, the three-member panel 
noted that the project design was in- 
consistent with the waterfront area, the 
proposed structure was too bulky and 
the entire thing probably didn’t belong 
on the current site. 

The panel told the developers they 
could look at other sites or come up 
with some alternative designs and try 
again later. But there is no guarantee 
that the panel will allow anything of 
the size and scale of the current project 
to be built on the edge of Pier 39. 
Since the BCDC has final say over any 
project that encroaches on the Bay or 
involves Bay fill (and Underwater 
World does both), the decision ap- 
parently means the developers will 
have to substantially change their proj- 
ect proposal and possibly find a new 
site — or give the whole thing up 
altogether. Of course, with the likes of 
Assembly Speaker Willie Brown repre- 
senting them, the developers, Questar 
of New Zealand and Robert Bass of 
Texas, are not likely to concede defeat 
quickly at the hands of a public agency. 
After all, they managed to convince 
even the staunchest environmentalists 
and neighborhood advocates on the San 
Francisco City Planning Commission to 
go along with the scheme. Some of the 
heaviest political muscle in California 
will be twisting every arm in sight to 
overturn the panel’s decision. 

But that’s going to be tough, even for 
the likes of Willie Brown. The BCDC 
almost never overturns its design panel’s 
decisions, and the commission itself has 
a notoriously low political center of 
gravity. Established by a Eugene 
McAteer/Nick Petris bill in 1965, the 
BCDC is a masterpiece of political 
design: Its 27 members are appointed 
by a wide range of groups, agencies and 
individuals, including the governor, the 
speaker of the Assembly, the Senate 
Rules Committee, each of the nine Bay 
Area county boards of supervisors, the 
state Lands Commission, the Army 
Corps of Engineers, the federal EPA, 
the Regional Water Quality Control 
Board and a few others. 

Nobody can build anything that in- 
volves filling the Bay without getting 
a majority of the 27 to agree — and 
it’s extremely hard to get a majority 
of that diverse crew to agree on much 
of anything. It’s also pretty hard to 
put political pressure on the commis- 
sion. The Underwater World battle is 
far from over — but suddenly, Willie 
Brown and the aquarium builders are 
on the ropes.

Agnos, sleaze and the FPPC 


Political Practices Commission an- 
nounced a “‘settlement’’ last week: Agnos 
agreed to pay a $7,000 fine for violating state 
disclosure laws. Agnos kept the announcement as 
low-key as possible, but underlying it was a clear 
message: This state’s pioneering post-Watergate 
legislation, the Political Reform Act of 1974, has 
been buried under an avalanche of sleaze, influence- 
peddling and bureaucratic inertia. The FPPC has 
become so tangled in backroom political deals and 
legal maneuvers that it’s barely able to function. 
And good liberal Democrats like Art Agnos are 
defending themselves with loopholes and legal 
technicalities instead of looking at the sweeping 
patterns of corruption that have overwhelmed 
state and local politics. 


if AYOR ART Agnos and the California Fair 


ment,”’ it’s no accident. Agnos may have learned 

little about ethics since he took over the Mayor’s 
Office, but he’s learned a lot about spin control. 

The deal was announced late Friday afternoon. 
Agnos was out of town and could not be reached for 
comment. The stories appeared at the time when the 
fewest possible people would be paying attention. 

The charges were nothing new. They made 
front-page news for several days and popped back 
up during the 1987 mayoral campaign. Agnos, it 
appeared, had failed to disclose fully his interests in 
real estate deals involving Sacramento developer 
Angelo Tsakopoulos. Most of the 
deals were, in fact, disclosed in one place or 
another on the complicated forms elected officials 
must file under the Political Reform Act. Not 
everything was listed in all the proper places, and 
some things were not listed at all, but in general, as 
we pointed out at the time, the shortcomings were 
not high crimes. 

But, as is all too often the case, the most serious 
charges were largely ignored. Both the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle, which broke the story, and the 
FPPC, which then opened an investigation, fo- 
cused on legal technicalities — did Agnos fill out 
his forms properly? — and not on the more impor- 
tant questions: Should Agnos ever have been in- 


i F YOU MISSED the news of the mayor’s ‘‘settle- 


volved in a Sacramento-area real estate operation? 
Should any elected legislator have private business 
partners or clients who could benefit from the leg- 
islator’s votes, lobbying or political connections? 
And if so, shouldn’t the legislator be required to 
disclose more than the often useless information 
on economic-interest forms? 


Brown, John Burton, Milton Marks and a 

host of others have argued — that he couldn’t 
support his family on the $40,000 a year or so legis- 
lative salary. So he went into real estate, borrowing 
money from Tsakopoulos and investing it in Cen- 
tral Valley farmland. Tsakopoulos would get the 
land rezoned and build.condos on it, and Agnos 
would profit handsomely. 

In theory, it was all perfectly legal and proper. In 
practice, it created inevitable problems. For exam- 
ple, Agnos at one point introduced a bill that made 
it harder for opponents to block housing develop- 
ments. He insists he never intended to help his real 
estate partner, and he later amended the bill to 
cover only low-income housing projects that 
Tsakopoulos doesn’t develop. But at the very 
least, it created the appearance of a conflict of 
interest. 

How many of the hundreds of other bills Agnos 
sponsored or voted on might have had some im- 
pact on Tsakopoulos and his projects? Is it possible 
that Agnos never let his or his partner’s private in- 
terests influence his judgment on legislation? 
Could the very fact that Tsakopoulos had such a 
powerful ally in the Legislature have influenced 
local officials — who constantly need favors from 
the Legislature? 

We’re sympathetic to the financial concerns of 
legislators with families to support. Perhaps 
legislative salaries should be increased. But 
legislators’ outside business ventures, like Willie 
Brown’s private law practice or Art Agnos’s 
private real estate deals, are a major, obvious 
source of potential conflicts and corruption. 

That’s where the FPPC and politicians who 
claim to support political reform should be putting 
their energy.

Blocking Bass’s monopoly 


out-of-town investors headed by Texas bil- 

lionaire Robert M. Bass is creating a private 
fiefdom on public property — and no public agency, 
state or local, appears to have the interest and the 
authority to interfere. 

As Craig McLaughlin reported last week, Bass 
and his associates own or lease Pier 39, the sur- 
rounding marina, four boats, a motorized cable car 
company, three restaurants, four shops, the San 
Francisco Experience tourist attraction and an in- 
terest in the proposed Underwater World aquarium. 

The team of investors, through the Blue & Gold 
Fleet, has also proposed to purchase the Red & 
White Fleet from Crowley Maritime. The sale 
would give the Bass gang leases on every major pier 
from 33 through 45, and control over all private 
ferry slips along the northern waterfront. The Blue 
& Gold Fleet could close out any competition in the 
lucrative Bay sightseeing trade and would have to 
compete for passenger ferry runs only with the pub- 
lic Golden Gate Bridge District. 

Now is the perfect time for the city — which 
owns the waterfront and administers it through the 
Port Commission — to break Bass’s stranglehold 
over the area, and strike a blow for small local busi- 
ness and against monopolies, by saying no to the 
Red & White Fleet sale. 

It is in the interest of the city to encourage com- 
petition at the wharf. Small, locally owned, in- 
dependent businesses create most of the new jobs 
in San Francisco, as Bay Guardian studies have 
shown. Locally owned businesses help the 
economy, and local merchants take more of an in- 
terest in keeping the city a livable place. 


A: FISHERMAN’S WHARF, a group of 


The California Public Utilities Commission 
must approve the transfer of the intercity ferry 
routes, but CPUC officials say the agency is not 
concerned with the monopoly issue: It is in the bus- 
iness of regulating monopolies, not preventing 
them. The San Francisco Port Commission cannot 
stop the sale, but does have authority to review the 
lease transfers that would almost certainly follow 
the sale. Port spokeswoman Wendy Iwata told the 
Bay Guardian that the question of Port review of 
the sale has been the subject of much discussion 
among Port staffers. But she says the commission 
must have a ‘“‘compelling reason’’ to disapprove 
any transfer. 

What-is a ‘‘compelling reason?”’ We think the 
elimination of competition for sightseeing tours on 
the Bay and the domination of a single, out-of- 
town investor at Fisherman’s Wharf is a compel- 
ling reason to say no to the deal. 

The Port Commission should immediately in- 
form Blue & Gold that approval of the transfer of 
the leases is not a foregone conclusion and will be 
subject to public hearings. And if the commission 
lacks the authority to stop the sale, then perhaps 
the Board of Supervisors should get involved. 
After all, the supervisors demonstrated when 
they evicted a helicopter tour company from 
Pier 43 that the city has the power to break a 
Port lease. a 

The question is simple: Will San Francisco con- 


trol its own destiny — or is the city doomed to be- 7 


come an economic and political colony? If nobody 
at City Hall is willing to challenge the Bass gang, 
the answer is easy — and one of the world’s great 
cities is in very serious trouble.

Aquarium’s positive side 

I must take exception to the implication in your 
editorial of July 26th regarding Underwater World’s 
proposed aquarium for Pier 39. You imply that 
because I do not agree with your position on this 
matter, then I must have sold my vote. As a pro- 
gressive political activist and steering-committee 
member for the Proposition M campaign, I was 
distressed to read the Bay Guardian’s superficial 
and distorted analysis of this matter. 

Initially, I must point out that the primary opposi- 
tion to the aquarium was organized and funded by 
other business interests at Fisherman’s Wharf. 
Although they raised legitimate concerns about the 
future of the Wharf, they were also concerned with 
their competitive edge in capturing tourist dollars. 
Rather than just a controversy between neighbor- 
hood and developer, Underwater World pitted 
business against business. 

On the day the commission made its decision on 
the matter, I presented six conditions to the project 
sponsors. These conditions included that the 
aquarium slash its attendance level by one-third, 
that it subsidize the 32 Embarcadero bus line for 
additional runs and that it pay for the costs of the 
city’s monitoring of its attendance levels. Slashing 
attendance levels and subsidizing public transit 
potentially reduces the number of auto trips to the 


project by one-half. 

All six of the conditions were accepted by the de- 
veloper. Had a single one of those conditions been 
rejected, I would have voted against the project. 
Moreover, on the day of the final vote, the project 
sponsors agreed to two more conditions that will 
minimize traffic impacts: subsidizing an expanded 
32-bus route that would run along Market Street, 
and providing a $2 ticket discount or immediate cash 
rebate to Underwater World patrons who use public 
transit. These conditions on private development 
are unprecedented in San Francisco. 

As I stated during the Planning Commission 
meeting, I believe that the project has tremendous 
positive value. It will be high-quality entertainment 
that has the potential of educating many people 
about the delicate environment of the Bay waters. 
The aquarium will annually admit 40,000 low- 
income San Francisco residents at one-quarter the 
cost of a regular ticket. It will also admit each and 
every school child in the San Francisco Unified 
School district on annual field trips and provide 
an on-site educational program. The aquarium’s 
commitment to education about the environment 
was a major reason why the Oceanic Society and 
the Save the Marine Mammal organization sup- 
ported the project. 

When the project was first presented to the 
commission, I recognized that it would potentially 
have some major negative side effects, like traffic 
congestion. After the developer accepted the re- 
strictive conditions that I proposed, I felt that the 
positives outweighed the negatives. This is why I 
voted for the project. 

I did not “‘fall’’ under political pressure. I simply 
voted my conscience.

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VACANCY 
CONTROL’S 
OBITUARY 
PREMATURE 


YOU CAN almost hear the cheering at the 
San Francisco Board of Realtors: The Ex- 
aminer’s City Hall reporters have an- 
nounced the imminent death of Supervisor 
Harry Britt’s vacancy control bill. 

The legislation hasn’t even come before 
a board committee yet, and its chief 
opponents are still preparing to 
organize a referendum campaign on the 
assumption that the measure will pass. But 
Andrew Ross and Phil Matier apparently 
know otherwise. 

“*As for capping rent on vacant apart- 
ments, you can almost hear the coffin nails 
being tapped into this year’s vacancy 
control plan,’’ the Dynamic Duo wrote 
Aug. 7th in ‘‘The Insiders,’’ their weekly 
column on city politics. 

Why the grim prognosis? Well, Ross and 
Matier report, supporters ‘‘still can’t seem 
to find six votes. Supe Wendy Nelder is still 
fuming at Britt and fellow supes for disre- 
garding her own legislative agenda; Supe 
Willie Kennedy is floating her own vacancy 
control plan; and Supe Terence Hallinan is 
still paying the price of being an ex-landlord 
and can’t vote until next March.”’ 

Fascinating. Last time we heard (and it 
wasn’t that long ago) nobody was even 
considering Hallinan as one of the six 
votes needed to pass the measure, and 
Kennedy had pretty much committed to 
support it. Britt, Nancy Walker, Angela 
Alioto and Doris Ward brought the 
number of almost-certain supporters to 
five, and in the past, Nelder has voted for 
vacancy control plans that were far more 
restrictive than the current one. 

Has Nelder changed her mind? Was her 
decision to skip a hearing on the issue a 
couple of weeks ago really a sign that she 
has jumped ship, abandoned the tenants 
and signed on with the landlord lobby? 

The staff in her office didn’t think so. 
‘As far as I know, she hasn’t said she op- 
poses the legislation,’’ a Nelder aide told 
the Bay Guardian. Britt said he didn’t 
think so, either: “‘If Wendy has decided to 
vote against us, she certainly hasn’t told 
me,’’ he said. ‘‘And unless I’m badly 
misinformed, she hasn’t told anybody else 
I know, either.’’ 

In fact, Britt said he was counting on 
her support, although Nelder has been 
angry at him in recent weeks. ‘‘Wendy has 
always been pretty consistent in her posi- 
tions on issues,’’ he explained. ‘‘I-can’t 
imagine that she’d let her personal feelings 
towards me convince her to abandon the 
tenants of San Francisco.”’ 

We finally tracked down Nelder at 
home, and read the Matier/Ross item to 


* her over the phone. Strictly speaking, she 


said, the statement about her was 
accurate. ‘‘I was furious when Harry Britt 
and Art Agnos held a press conference and 
announced they had six votes for vacancy 
control,’’ she said. ‘‘I assume they were 
counting me, and I hadn’t even seen the 
legislation. I always wait until after the 
hearings and after I’ve studied the exact 
proposal before I commit to voting for or 
against anything like this.’’ 

By the same logic, though, she said she 
found the news of the measure’s death a 
bit premature. ‘‘No, I’ve never told Matier 


or Ross or anyone else that I’m going to 
vote against it,’’ she said. “I’m waiting to 
hear the testimony and review the lan- 
guage. But I’ve always voted in favor of 
vacancy control in the past, and I still sup- 
port the idea. I think it’s a bit premature 
to pound in the coffin nails while there’s 
still someone breathing inside.’’ 

Maybe Nelder is saying different things 
to Matier and Ross from what she’s saying 
to us. Maybe Britt is trying to hide the bad 
news — or maybe he really hasn’t heard it. 
Maybe Matier and Ross were trying to 
make a deadline and just got things a little 
mixed up. 

But Mitchell Omerberg, a veteran tenant 
activist who is one of the leading organizers 
of the vacancy control lobbying effort, gave 
us a more cynical explanation. ‘‘I am right 
smack in the middle of this campaign, and 
Matier hasn’t spoken to me since 
last year,’’ he said. “‘I’d call it rumor- 
mongering with an agenda.”’

MT. DIABLO 
DEVELOPMENT 
PROJECT FACES 
A CHALLENGE 


“OUR VIEW of Mt. Diablo comforts us 
every day,’’ a Contra Costa County 
resident told the Contra Costa Times not 
too long ago. 

But this view, along with land and wild- 
life, is continually threatened by housing 
development, and local environmentalists 
are fighting back. 

On July 28th, a nonprofit group called 
Save Mt. Diablo filed more than 6,000 
signatures in Concord City Hall on a peti- 
tion calling for a November referendum 
on whether to allow the 720-home Crystal 
Ranch development — the biggest in the Mt. 
Diablo area in 15-years. 

Housing development, agrees Seth 
Adams, Save Mt. Diablo’s lone staff per- 
son, is inevitable in Contra Costa County, 
as the Bay Area’s burgeoning population 
pushes outward. But because of the threat 
of opposition from local residents, he says, 
hopeful developers now take for granted 
that they will have to woo communities 
with concessions and “‘mitigations.’’ 

Since its start in 1971, Save Mt. Diablo 
has persuaded many developers to donate 
sizable percentages of their land (in some 
cases, as much as 80 percent) to a con- 
tinuous open-space area. The group has 
also helped build environmentalist political 
clout for ordinances restricting density and 
prohibiting massive grading. 

The group opposes the current develop- 
ment plan largely because it violates these 
restrictions. It would load Mt. Diablo’s north 
slope with more houses than the land can 
bear — 720, although the area plan calls 
for a maximum of 450 — thus requiring 
massive, visible, environmentally threaten- 
ing grading. In addition, the developers, 
Braddock & Logan of San Leandro and 
Seeno Construction Company of Pittsburg, 
have offered to give only 8 percent (40 
acres) of their land to the open-space area. 

But city governments like Concord’s 
have different priorities in negotiating with 
prospective developers. Despite wide- 
spread public protest and the opposition 
of its Planning Commission, the Concord 
City Council voted 4-1 in June to approve 
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Crystal Ranch. 

Mayor Colleen Cole told the Bay Guard- 
ian she has successfully negotiated with the 
developers for a new, badly-needed fire sta- 
tion and $2.8 million for road construction 
to help clear a congested highway. 

Cole said the community will also 
benefit from the developers’ planned

private country club, with 18-hole golf 
course, and from the presence of an ‘‘ex- 
clusive area.”” 

“These homes will start at $400,000,” 
she said. ‘‘I didn’t want to see more 
standard-type housing.”’ 

“Crystal Ranch,’’ Adams told the Bay 
Guardian, ‘‘is a regional issue. Anything 
in Concord has a big impact on the rest of 
the county.’’ Even beyond Contra Costa 
County, every Bay Area development 
project can affect future expectations 
about development and how it can and 
should relate to environmental concerns. 

Save Mt. Diablo has an impressive list 
of achievements, including tripling the size 
of the Mt. Diablo State Park and raising 
funds to buy substantial areas of natural 
land. It has also developed models for 
harmonizing the interests of preserving 
open space and the inevitably increasing 
housing construction.

STATE BAR TO 
INVESTIGATE 
BROWN’‘S 
CONFLICT 


THE STATE Bar of California has in- 
itiated an investigation into a possible con- 
flict of interest involving Assembly 
Speaker Willie Brown and the developers 
of the proposed Underwater World 
commercial aquarium at Pier 39. 

The Bay Guardian disclosed May 31st 





that Brown, in his role as an attorney for 
Underwater World, had twice met with 
John McCosker, acting director of the 
California Academy of Sciences, to discuss 
the academy’s opposition to Underwater 
World. Academy officials were concerned 
that Underwater World would siphon 
visitors’ fees from Steinhart Aquarium. 

In March, Brown introduced legislation 
that would provide the academy with $2 
million in state matching funds for its de- 
velopment project. In May, the academy 
and Underwater World signed a mitigation 
agreement and the academy withdrew its 
opposition to the project. 

Both Brown and McCosker have denied 
any quid pro quo, but they have refused to 
release the mitigation agreement. Experts 
in legislative ethics, including Walter 
Zelman, director of California Common 
Cause, have noted that lawmakers should 
avoid even the appearance of impropriety. 

The Bay Guardian sent copies of articles 
on the apparent conflict to various agen- 
cies responsible for overseeing the ethics of 
legislators and attorneys. Here are the re- 
sponses to date: 

@ The Joint Legislative Ethics Committee 
has taken no formal action. Committee 
consultant Bill Nunes told the Bay Guard- 
ian last month that the members were 
reviewing the materials and that he hoped 
they would have a response by the August 
break. They didn’t. The committee has 
met only twice since 1985. 

@ The Assembly Select Committee on 
Ethics declined even to review the case 
because, according to Principal Consultant 
Charlene Simmons, it has no enforcement 
power. This despite the fact that when 
Brown formed the panel in January he 
told reporters it should investigate charges 
of wrongdoing and recommend disci- 
plinary action. 

@ The Fair Political Practices Commission 
has decided not to pursue an investigation 
because it has no enforcement power over 
the speaker. In a July 28th letter to the 
Bay Guardian, Elliot Block, counsel for 
the FPPC Enforcement Division, said the 
Bay Guardian articles indicated a possible 
violation of the conflict-of-interest provi- 
sions of the Political Reform Act. He 
added, however, that ‘‘the commission has 
no jurisdiction to take any action against 
[Brown] that might remedy the situation. 
Therefore, an investigation of this potential 
violation is not justified at this time and we 
have closed our file on this matter.’’ 

® In contrast to the other bodies, the 
State Bar of California has decided to pur- 
sue an investigation. In a July 31st letter to 
Bay Guardian Editor and Publisher Bruce 
B. Brugmann, James A. Bascue, chief trial 
counsel, wrote: ‘‘I received a copy of the 
correspondence and materials. . .concern- 
ing Willie Brown. The State Bar has 
opened a State Bar Investigation (SBI) into 
this matter.’’ 

The letter did not specify the nature of 
the investigation, however, and Bascue’s 
office did not return Bay Guardian tele- 
phone calls by press time. 

In a June 21st letter to the State Bar, 
Brugmann noted that 47 states have 
adopted provisions of the American Bar 
Association’s ‘Model Code of Profes- 
sional Responsibility’’ that prohibit a public 
official from engaging in ‘‘activities in 
which his personal or professional interests 
are, or foreseeably may be, in conflict with 
his official duties.” California is one of the 
three states that have no such provisions. 

‘We respectfully request,’” Brugmann

What banks are doing — to 
you? Banks have been raising 
checking account fees, 
reports Consumer Action, 4 
California nonprofit consumer 
advocacy group. Its recent 
checking-account survey, 
covering 67 California banks 
and savings and loans and 14 
credit unions, reveals two 
trends in the 16 months up to 
May: Checking account fees 
rose at commercial banks and 
savings institutions, and fees 
rose twice as fast at commer- 
cial banks as at S&Ls and 
savings banks. 

Fees also rose for bounced 
checks, stopped payments, re- 
turned deposits and cashing 
government checks for non- 
customers.

Is WILSON’S 
INITIATIVE A 
SNEAK ATTACK 
ON ABORTION? 


OFFICIALLY, gubernatorial hopefuls 
Pete Wilson and John Van de Kamp both 
support abortion rights. But recently the 
two have been trading accusations over 
Van de Kamp’s claim that a referendum 
sponsored by Wilson, the Speedy Trial In- 
itiative, would undermine a key legal sup- 
port for abortion rights in California. 

Wilson, the state’s junior senator who is 
the leading Republican candidate for 
governor, has denied that the initiative 
would affect abortion rights. In a letter to 
Van de Kamp, the state attorney general 
and a front-running Democratic candi- 
date, Wilson said he was ‘‘appalled’’ at 
“such a flagrantly political maneuver.’’ 

Richard Mersereaux, an aide to state 
Senator Ed Royce (R-Anaheim), who co- 
sponsored the Speedy Trial Initiative, told 
the Bay Guardian ‘‘nothing could be far- 
ther from the truth”’ than the accusation 
that the Speedy Trial Initiative is ‘‘a back- 
door effort at criminalizing abortion.”’ 

Yet Mersereaux confirmed that last 
March Royce introduced a bill that would 
allow the state to prosecute pregnant 
women for actions that harmed their 
fetuses. 

The argument about the Speedy Trial 
Initiative focuses on its provision to limit 
Californians’ rights in criminal trials to 








those contained in the U.S. Constitution. 
It specifically mentions the right to 
privacy, now guaranteed in California by a 
1972 constitutional amendment. 

This right-to-privacy provision has 
played a key role in defending Califor- 
nians’ abortion rights. For the last several 
years the state Legislature each year has 
passed a law restricting abortion funding. 
And every year the state Supreme Court 
has ruled that the law cannot be im- 
plemented — because of the constitutional 
right to privacy. If that were eliminated, 
the Legislature would be free to restrict or 
deny abortion funds for low-income 
women — something the recent U.S. 
Supreme Court Webster decision specifi- 
cally allows states to do. 

Legal experts, including Harvard Law 
Professor Laurence Tribe, have joined the 
fray to argue that the Speedy Trial In- 
itiative would indeed weaken the legal 
basis of California abortion rights, accord- 
ing to David Alois, director of public in- 
formation for Planned Parenthood’s lob- 
bying group in Sacramento. 

Alois added that if the Supreme Court, 
as seems likely, goes on to eliminate 
federal protection for legal abortion by 
overturning Roe vs. Wade, California’s 
100-year-old anti-abortion laws could be 
reactivated. 

Meanwhile new legislative action, like 
Royce’s March bill, could add to the 
pressure on abortion rights. That measure 
simply adds ‘‘and fetus’’ to criminal laws 
prohibiting bodily harm or death to a 
child. Mersereaux said the intent of the bill 
is to address cases of ‘‘the mother taking 
drugs and whatnot,” He cited a recent San 
Diego case in which a mother faced 
criminal charges because her baby was 
born severely addicted to drugs. The 
mother was acquitted. Mersereaux said 
Royce worked on the bill with the state 
District Attorneys Association. 

When asked about Royce’s position on 
abortion rights, Mersereaux said he 
didn’t know.

Week after week, month 
after month, we find ourselves 
writing about the latest exam- 
ple of the San Francisco 
Community College Board's 
flagrant disregard for the basic 
process of making public deci- 
sions in public. 

We're getting tired of 
writing about it, and we're sure 
you're getting tired of reading 
about it. And still, the seven- 
member board continues 
unabated in its abuse of the 
Ralph M. Brown Open Meet- 
ings Act. It does so under the 
flimsiest of excuses, spun by 
its $115,000-a-year counsel 
James Seely. Seely’s legal 
logic boggles the minds of 
Brown Act experts, but even the 
lawyers on the board (like Deputy 
District Attorney Julie Tang) seem 
to eat it up like cheeseburgers. 
Take a look, it you can stand it, at 
the latest example: 

At its July 27th meeting, 
the board scheduled a 1 2 
hour closed session to 
hire a labor negotiations repre- 
sentative — not as a district 
employee, but as an indepen- 
dent contractor. By law, an in- 
dependent contractor is not a 
public employee. So any deci- 
sion made on hiring or firing 
that person must be made in a 
public session. 

The Third District California 
Appellate Court made that 
very clear in Rowen v. Santa 
Clara Unified School District. 
The state attorney general, in 
his 1989 handbook of public 
meetings law, cites the Rowen 
decision and states that the 
Brown Act prohibits local agen- 
cies from holding closed-ses- 
sion discussions on the hiring 
of independent contractors. 

None of that stopped Seely 
from advising the board to go 
ahead and hoid the secret 
meeting. In an April 27th letter, 
he advised the board that a 
closed session on the matter 
was perfectly legal. His 
authority: a 1966 case that no 
longer appears as a citation in 
any published guidebook we 
can find on open meetings law 
in California. In fact, the 1966 
case — Letch v. Northern San 
Diego County Hospital District 
— fails to address directly the 
issue of independent contrac- 
tors’ rights to closed session 
evaluations. 

Terry Francke, legal counsel 
to the California Newspaper 
Publisher's Association and an 
expert on the Brown Act, said 
the Letch case had absolutely 
no bearing on the matter. 

Seely has his own inter- 
pretation of the law, of course. 
He also has a special attitude 
toward the general issue of 
public meetings: ‘You guys 
are just trying to sell news- 
papers with these Brown Act 
Stories,’’ he keeps telling me. 

Actually, Mr. Seely, we'd 
much rather not have to keep 
writing about the Community 
College Board's Brown Act 
foibles. We'd much prefer to 
see the board meet in public. 
But our preferences aren't the 
real issue here. The Brown Act 
is the law of the land in Califor- 
nia, and even people with 
$115,000-a-year lawyers can't 
keep ignoring it forever.

Tang for assessor? 


POLITICAL INSIDERS say Community 
College Board President Julie Tang is 
emerging as a possible opponent to 
Supervisor Richard Hongisto for the city 
assessor’s slot in the November 1990 
election. 

Tang is checking out potential sup- 
porters for the race, and she recently told 
the Bay Guardian she had made no 
decision about running. 

Tang has spoken with State Senator 
Quentin Kopp about gaining his support, 
but Kopp has yet to agree. ‘‘I have to wait 
and see how serious she is about this,”’ 
the senator told the Bay Guardian. But 
Tang and her friends have no doubt 
reminded Kopp that in 1986, when he faced 
a tough battle for the Senate, Tang en- 
dorsed him (and took considerable 
political heat for doing so). 

Tang already has the support of Super- 
visor Bill Maher, who apparently has de- 
cided not to seek the job himself. That 
means Tang quite possibly also has the sup- 
port of the Chamber of Commerce and the 
downtown developers who fear that the 
sharp-eyed Hongisto could pose a serious 
threat to the sweetheart assessments they 
have enjoyed under Sam Duca.

FORMER ASSEMBLYMAN Lou ‘‘Fast 


Louie’ Papan, who as one of Willie 
Brown’s chief lieutenants earned the nick- 


‘ name “‘The Enforcer,’’ may be ready to re- 


enter electoral politics, this time as a candi- 
date for the state Board of Equalization. 

Papan, who lost to Quentin Kopp in a 
tough 1986 state Senate race, was seen 
skulking around Sacramento recently, try- 
ing to drum up support for a run at Con- 
way Collis’s seat on the board. Collis’s 
district includes San Francisco, parts of 
Los Angeles and much of the area in be- 
tween. Collis may vacate the seat to run for 
insurance commissioner, but is waiting to 
see if Assemblyman Tom Hayden joins the 
race. If so, Collis may seek re-election to 
the Board of Equalization. 

A race between Papan and Collis, who 
has received thousands of dollars in cam- 
paign money from major utilities and then 
voted to reduce their tax assessments, 
would almost certainly be expensive and 
dirty. And it could set new records for the 


success of a write-in candidate named 
“none of the above.”’

Agnos clairvoyant?

Mayor Art Agnos spoke to the Council 
of District Merchants at its monthly 
meeting July 17th, three days before the 
vote, and apparently already knew the 
project was going to approved. 

According to the minutes of the 
meeting, Agnos’s comments including a 
discussion of ‘‘major projects’’ the city 
was alreqady undertaking.

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The Sam and Diane Show

HE FULL-PAGE ad in Time magazine read ‘‘How 

many of these great moments in live television did you 

see?’’ and showed photos of Lee Harvey Oswald right 
before he was shot, the Beatles on the Ed Sullivan show, the 
landing on the moon, Nixon’s resignation and Princess Di’s 
wedding. 

I missed every one of those great moments, so there was no 
way I was going to miss the last one pictured in the ad — Aug. 3, 

1989 at 10 pm, the very first segment of Primetime Live. 

(It occurred to me that since the great moment hadn’t hap- 
pened yet, that ‘‘live’’ photo of Diane Sawyer and Sam 
Donaldson must have been a simulation, but, hey, this is TV 
news, so who cares?) 

I sat down with the TV at the appointed hour, shivering in 
anticipation, and then it happened. There were Diane and 
Sam, sitting at a table in front of a live audience, looking 
almost live themselves. 

The show started off with a look at the question that’s 
been burning in everyone’s mind for days — how in the 
world did Thomas Root’s gun happen to go off after he went 
into a mysterious coma during that miraculous plane ride 
and rescue? I was on the edge of my seat. 

Diane and Sam did their journalistic duty. They found out 
that there was a teeny bit of doubt over that accidental firing 
after the accidental coma. They uncovered cocaine-cooking 
equipment in Root’s storage locker, and they showed an ac- 
tual photo of a bounced check. Then Root appeared, right 
there with Sam and Diane. This was an illuminating inter- 
view. ‘‘Did you try to kill yourself?’’ asked Diane. (Being the 
woman, she asks the sensitive questions.) ‘“Do you, or have 
you ever, used drugs?’’ asked Donaldson. Geraldo hardly 
could’ve done a better job. 

Root denied everything. That was the end of the interview, 
except for when he pointed out that it was weird his story had 
gotten such big play in the press when there were so many 
other, more important, news events going on that hardly get 
any lasting play at all. (Come on, Root. You’re going to 
make the TV audience sorry you were ever rescued.) 

The second segment was a long report on the hostage situ- 
ation, covering all angles from interviewing an actual hostage 
in the audience to talking to Secretary of State James Baker. 
Then came the excitement. ‘‘A lot of people think being pres- 
ident would be a lot of fun,’’ Diane started, explaining that 
now everyone was going to put on their thinking caps and 
decide how they’d free the hostages. 

First, though, she turned to former CIA head Stansfield 
Turner and former Deputy Secretary of State Noel Koch, 
who, she said, had been locked in a room for a day, coming 
up with a plan to free the hostages. 

All the Soldiers of Fortune in the audience got to live out 
their wildest dreams as these two men detailed their rescue 
plan, complete with maps, rubber boats, helicopters, in- 
telligence operatives, back-up firepower and other high- 
priced weaponry. It was so exciting it didn’t matter that these 
experts concluded the plan really wouldn’t work. (It barely 
crossed my mind that Sam and Diane never asked anyone — 
like someone who wasn’t aright-wing warmonger — to come 
up with a more peaceful plan, or to put the situation into 
some sort of context.) 

Then it was the audience’s turn. 

Some people started off with some lame ideas, like looking 
at the long-term situation or negotiating peacefully. 
Donaldson pointed out that they didn’t have all night, and 
they couldn’t be cutting into Ted Koppel’s time (Ted! That 
word!). When no one stood up and advocated a Libya-type 
strategy, Donaldson begged for someone in the audience 
“‘who would use force.’’ 

No one would. Imagine that. 

I began focusing on Sam’s and Diane’s red, white and blue 
clothes, and their pro-war line of questioning, and imagined 


Diane in her Junior Miss crown working for Nixon, and it 
came to me in a blur. This is State Department Live. 

Then they cut to Ted Koppel telling us to stay tuned for 
more hostage strategies on Nightline, featuring rare guest 
Henry Kissinger, and all I could see was the portrait of 
George Bush behind Koppel and I thought, my god, they’ve 
got him, too. 

(The next day, I called up Nightline to see if I really had’ 
seen that portrait of Bush behind Koppel. Publicist Laura 
Wessner told me that the meeting just happened to be in the 
room with the portrait, and they didn’t mean in any way to 
associate Koppel with Bush. ‘‘That was not the message we 
conveyed,” she told me, although that was the message it

conveyed to me. ‘‘You were probably the only one who 
noticed. Thank god you’re the only one who called.’’) 

The hostage segment concluded with Diane and Sam talk- 
ing about how it’s obvious that we need better intelligence. 

Then it hit me. 

First, we get the rubber rafts and float them up the Hudson 
River under cover of night. Then we make our way across the 
island to the ABC studios. Then, sometime after 10 pm (this 
has to be live), we burst into the studio and hijack Sam and 
Diane. With any luck, we could get them away peacefully, by 
bringing one of our rubber rafts full of cash. If not, we’ll 
have to use weapons and back-up helicopters. Then we offer 
to trade them for the current hostages, and we’ve solved 
everybody’s problems. 

Now that would be a great moment in live television. 


AND WHAT ABOUT THIS: As with Thomas Root, the 
newsworthiness of the case of Lynn Griffis has just about 
played itself out. It was news when the lesbian minister 
claimed she had been attacked by skinheads, and no reporter 
in this town could’ve (or should’ve) questioned the validity 
of her charges. It was news when it was discovered that she 
apparently made up the incident and fled town. 

But it isn’t news to continue to ask her friends and acquain- 
tances why she did it, and it won’t be news to do investigative 
reports on the matter to try to come up with grand conclu- 
sions. That would only contribute to an unfortunate reaction 
on the part of readers and reporters that they were duped, and 
that the next time a lesbian claims she was bashed by a skinhead, 
she’ll be crying wolf. As KRON NewsCenter 4’s Linda Yee was 
the only TV reporter to point out, this incident doesn’t mean 
that lesbians and gays aren’t the victims of random violence. 
This is an isolated case of an emotionally disturbed in- 
dividual, and it doesn’t need any more prurient attention.

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The off-year race ison 


At first glance the November ballot in San Francisco may look pretty dull. 
But the results could change the face of the city

T FIRST glance, this fall’s 
off-year San Francisco elec- 
tion would seem to be a real 
snoozer. 

There are no state or na- 
tional campaigns, and the only two of- 
fices on the ballot are city attorney and 
treasurer. Both incumbents, Louise 
Renne and Mary Callanan, are running 
for re-election essentially unopposed. 
Based on recent history, voter turnout 
should be near an all-time low. 

But this is not a typical off-year. In 
fact, when the votes are counted in the 
early morning on Nov. 8th, the future 
of San Francisco will be changed sig- 
nificantly — for better or for worse. 

The powers that be are taking this 
election very seriously indeed — local 
political consultants estimate that more 
than $2 million will be spent this fall in 
campaigns for and against a handful of 
local ballot measures that could alter the 
physical and demographic face of the 
city — and the careers of some promi- 
nent local politicians. At the center of 
the maelstrom are five ballot measures. 
Consider what could happen in a few 
short months if all five of them pass: 

@ A downtown stadium would be 
under construction in China Basin. 

® The 11 supervisors would be earning 
$41,000 a year — but allowed to serve 
only two consecutive terms. 

® Unmarried couples who worked for 
the city and registered as ‘‘domestic 
partners’? would enjoy many of the 
privileges of married couples, including 
“‘spousal’’ health-care benefits. 

® Hundreds — and before long, 
thousands — of local rental units could 
be slated for conversion to con- 
dominiums, potentially turning 
thousands of tenants into homeowners 
— and thousands of others into home- 
less people. 

® Mayor Agnos would be riding high, 
enjoying his greatest electoral success 
since 1987 and sitting pretty for re- 
election in 1991. 

On the other hand, if all five measures 
fail, Agnos could easily become a one- 
term mayor. Supervisors would still be 
working at relatively low wages — but 
most of them might be on the job for the 
indefinite future. The gay community 
would be trying to recover from one of 
its worst political losses in many years. 
So would Board of Supervisors Presi- 
dent Harry Britt. And state Senator 
Quentin Kopp would have less and less 
reason to continue insisting he has no 
plans to run for mayor. 





HE NEW ballpark proposal 
is Agnos’s largest project to 
date and possibly the most 
politically significant issue he 
has placed on the ballot. 
Agnos, who has taken a beating at 
the polls since winning a stunning upset 
in the 1987 mayoral campaign, badly 
needs to win voter approval for the new 
$115 million ballpark. If the proposal 
goes down, he may be branded as “‘the 
man who let the Giants slip away’? — 
and he will almost certainly be seen as a 
mayor who can’t get anything done. 
Agnos has hired political consultant 
Richie Ross to run the ballpark cam- 
paign, and observers say it will be well 
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million dollars. 

And although environmental and 
neighborhood groups have been 
leading the battle against the stadium 
thus far, some of the major political 
support this fall may come from 
elsewhere. The developer of the South 
Beach condominiums has already put 
up money to fight the stadium, and 
fiscal conservatives like Quentin Kopp 
(who is still undecided but leaning 
toward opposition) and Supervisor 
Dick Hongisto (who is decidedly op-

posed) may be in the forefront of the 
anti-stadium efforts. 

Meanwhile, gay activists, who have 
been forced to mobilize repeatedly in 
recent years to halt statewide anti-gay 
ballot measures, now must get more 
than 50 percent of November’s voters 
to approve domestic partners. Local 
political consultant Dick Pabich, who 


will run the campaign for domestic . 


partners, expects to have between 
$200,000 and $250,000 to work with. 
The finance chair of the campaign is 
Jack Davis, a veteran consultant with 
strong ties to the real estate and 
business communities. The polls thus 
far have been encouraging. 

Domestic partners supporters hope 
to turn out 50,000 voters who ordinar- 
ily would not come to the polls in an 
off-year election. But many of those 
voters could well be liberals who might 
oppose the stadium — and many of the 
voters who turn out to support the 
stadium could be conservatives who 
oppose domestic partners. 

Britt disputes that logic, saying 
higher turnout can only help both pro- 
posals. He said he will campaign this 
fall for both — along with a measure 
he’s authored to raise local sales-tax 


money for mass transit. 

“T’ll be working all three together,’” 
Britt explained. ‘‘I think this election is 
about putting aside political warfare 
and coming together as a city. I think 
we can get beyond polarization and win 
broad support for all of them.” 


OR THE second November in 
a row, San Franciscans will be 
voting on whether to limit the 
tenure of supervisors to two 
terms. Last fall, the two-term 








limit plan went down to defeat. But this 
year’s measure, unlike the unsuccessful 
Proposition O, does not contain a 
retroactive clause. The limit would go 
into effect on Jan. 1, 1990, giving 
supervisors who ran in 1988 until 1997 
before they would have to leave office. 
So the potent argument used against 
the limit last year — that it amounts toa 
recall of current supervisors — will not 
be able to sink the new version. 

Equally significant is the absence of 
conservative West Portal real estate* 
agent John Barbagelata, who spon- 
sored last year’s measure. Many liberal 
voters opposed Prop. O in part because 
of the ex-supervisor’s high profile in 
the campaign. This time around the 
proposition is sponsored by real estate 
agents Rich Bodisco and Storm 
Jenkins, who worked with Barbagelata 
in 1988. 

Support for the measure is growing 
among business groups, including the 
San Francisco Association of Realtors, 
which opposed Proposition O, and the 
San Francisco Chamber of Commerce. 
Last year, many business leaders and 
groups opposed the two-term limit. 
This time the opposition, led by Super- 


funding it had to fight Prop O. 

If the supervisors wanted to shoot 
themselves in their collective political 
foot, they could hardly have done bet- 
ter than to propose on the same ballot a 
$17,000 pay raise for themselves. 
Anger over the raise may help push the 
two-term limit over the top — and will 
almost certainly draw hard-core con- 
servatives out to the polls. 

Another sleeper on the ballot is an or- 
dinance on condo conversion. Spon- 
sored by real estate interests, the

measure would increase the number of 
rental apartments that could be con- 
verted to condominiums each year. 
Under current law, only 200 rental 
units can be converted each year. 
Tenant groups fought for that law to 
stem the tide of condo conversions that 
was threatening the rental housing 
stock and driving up rents. 

Landlords, however, are promoting 
this measure as a way to make home 
ownership more affordable for people 
who otherwise would be stuck paying 
rent forever. The measure contains 
numerous provisions that sponsors say 
would protect seniors and low-income 
people — and that will certainly make 
the proposal seem more palatable to 
liberal voters. 

But opponents say it could fuel a 
speculative rush to convert a vast 
amount of the city’s already over- 
stretched rental housing market, reduc- 
ing the number of available rentals and 
forcing many who would never qualify 
for even relatively lower-priced real 
estate purchases onto the streets. 

The campaign for this measure will 
also be well funded by the real estate in- 
dustry, with perhaps $250,000 dollars 
in its war-chest. 


LL THE POLITICAL con- 
sultants and sponsors of 
measures contacted by the 
Bay Guardian said the fall 
ballot promises to be much 
more interesting than usual off-year 
elections. And they — to a person — 
expressed concern about each 
measure’s effects on the others. 

Consultant Rich Schlackman, cur- 
rently not involved with any of thecam- 
paigns, said the salary hike for super- 
visors could work against the domestic 
partners legislation. 

“It’s hurting domestic partners 
because it will bring out the conserv- 
ative voters, who will go to the polls 
specifically to vote against the raise, 
and will then vote against domestic 
partners, too,’’ he said. 

Schlackman said the pay raise will 
add some support for the two-term 
limit. While the move to place it on the 
ballot was not in the best interests of 
two-term-limit opponents, it couldn’t 
wait until 1990, according to 
Schlackman. ‘‘Nobody wants to put a 
pay raise on the ballot when they are up 
for election,”’ he said. 

Davis, domestic partners campaign 
fundraiser, told the Bay Guardian that 
issue will bring out a strong core of 
voters on both sides. ‘‘The dynamic 
around this race will be very strong,”’ 
he said. ‘‘There will be highly charged 
ideological voters on both sides of the 
issues.’” 

Davis suggested one way to build 
support for the domestic partners plan: 
“If opposition to domestic partners is 
framed as a bigotry issue, then a lot of 
people will vote to support it,” he said. 

Political consultant John Thiella, 
who ran the campaign against Proposi- 
tion O in 1988, said the key to the 
passage of domestic partners will be the 
overall turnout for the election. ‘“The 
question is: can domestic partners 
significantly skew the turnout?’’ he 
said. ‘‘The more this can be made to 
look like an even-year election, the bet- 
ter liberal causes will do. 

“Tf the voter turnout gets into the 
mid-forties, its going to get real in- 
teresting,’’ Thiella added, ‘‘this could 
turn into a very complex scenario of 
vote- and endorsement-trading.”” 

The ballpark vote will probably not 
fall along usual ideological lines, ac- 
cording to both Schlackman and 
Davis. ‘“Both sides of the ballpark will 
turn out a lot of diverse voters,”’ 
Schlackman said. “The issue is decided 
individual by individual.’ 

‘*The ballpark voter is tough to iden- 
tify by ideology,’’ Davis said. ‘‘There is 
no monolithic voter bloc on the ball- 
park issue.”’ 

Storm Jenkins, one of the sponsors 
of the two-term limit measure, sug- 
gested that turnout on the ballpark 
issue could be the key to the fate of the 
other measures. ‘‘It’s amazing to think 
about,’’ he said. ‘‘Every issue on the 
ballot could be decided by the outcome 
of the World Series.”’ 

Well, perhaps it could. But one thing 
seems stunningly clear. This fall’s elec- 
tion is going to be anything but dull. 

And when the votes are finally 
counted, a lot of questions will have 
been answered, including: Can the gay 
community mobilize support for the 
domestic partners at the levels needed 
to carry the measure? Can Agnos and 
Britt really work together to pass both 
the ballpark and the domestic partners 
legislation? If Agnos loses the ballpark 
issue will it push Kopp over the edge in- 
to the 1991 mayoral race? Will the 
tenant vote be strong enough to prevent 
the condo conversion law from passing 
or will that issue split the tenant com- 
munity? Finally, will this year’s elec- 
tion usher in a new era of ‘“‘together- 
ness’’ as Britt predicts? 

You could just as well ask: Is the 
Giants’ pitching going to hold up 
through the stretch drive?

The road to Zapicho 


How Mexico's ruling party stole an election — while 
the press stood by and watched 


By John Ross 


*VE WATCHED the road to 

Zapicho grow more accessible for 

30 years now. A generation ago, it 

still beat its path through corn- 

fields, up hillsides, past flanks of 
forest, down into the plain and finally 
up ina squirrely climb to town. In those 
bad old days you had to hoof the 
brecha every millimeter of its eight 
kilometer run. 

Then the board business began to 
boom and the sawmill in Zapicho 
needed transportation. After that you 
could hook a ride with the sawmill 
truck right up to the last big hump at 
the entrada to the town. The road to 
Zapicho got broader and flatter. 

This June, one month before the 
Michoacan state elections, the PRI 
Party-run government of Mexico an- 
nounced that it was going to pave the 
road to Zapicho. The project was to be 
accomplished under the rubric of the 
Plan Michoacan, a naked pork-barrel 
ploy to win votes here in the first state 
out of which the ruling party has ever 
been aced. That shocking event took 
place July 6, 1988, when left leader 
Cuauhtemoc Cardenas whipped the 
sitting president of the republic, Carlos 
Salinas De Gortari 3-to-1 here in 
Michoacan, taking 12 of 13 federal 
deputy seats and both federal senator- 
ships. 

Up here in the Purepecha highlan. 
of the Independent Republic of 
Michoacan, building roads is the his- 
toric political remedy. The only high- 
way bisecting the Sierra was built in 
1938 by Cuauhtemoc’s pop, Tata 
Lazaro Cardenas, then president of 
this land. 

During the first week in July, an im- 
pressive spectrum of government trucks 
and private bulldozers and graders were 
ironing out the kinks in the road to 
Zapicho. 





TRADITIONALLY, Mexico’s 31 state 
legislatures are filled with caciques or 
their lackies and have no power but to 
anoint federal proposals and clap for 
the governor’s annual address to the 
citizens. The stealing of public funds is 
the one attraction for legislative can- 
didates, whose esteem can be seen, at 
least here in Michoacan, by the fact 
that less than 10 percent of the elec- 
torate ever bothered to vote in such 
elections before this year. Nonetheless, 
the PRI and its proxies in government 
this year chose to pump in the pesos in 
13-digit quantities to this dim spot in 
the political universe. 

Thus the road to Zapicho, and a 
dozen other tiny Tasascan towns, was 
rededicated. Thus the reinauguration 
of a dam project that had been in- 
augurated two governorships ago. 
Thus ‘‘Credit At Your Own Word’’ 


became the gladhand greeting from the - 


tightwad Rural Bank. The PRI handed 
out sacks of beans and milk and piles of 
bricks, and hired brass bands. 


IN MICHOACAN, 29th out of 31 states 
in per capita income, money wasn’t 
enough to buy off Cardenista sen- 
timents this summer. Adroitly advised 
by political gurus that the state just had 
too many Cardenistas, the PRI saw that 
the key to victory was a low popular 
vote. To this end it embarked upon a 
shrill propaganda odyssey designed to 
terrify the populace into staying away 
from the polls. The litany of Cardenista 
violence became mandatory in every 
PRI handout and speech. 

On the eve of the July 2nd election, 
10,000 troops, many brought in from 
neighboring Jalisco and Guerrero, 
were on patrol throughout the state. 

In order to fan the prairie fires, the 
PRI announced in Mexico City that 
Cuauhtemoc Cardenas would launch a 
popular uprising Sunday, July 2nd, 


Election Day, immediately following a 
memorial service for his slain co- 
conspirator, Francisco Xavier Ovando, 
ina Morelia cemetery called the Garden 
of the Angel. 


FRANCISCO OVANDO and his 
associate, Roman Gil, had the nerve to 
be assassinated on a Mexico City street- 
corner exactly one year ago to the date 
of the Michoacan election. If was men- 
tioned at the time of his death that 
Ovando, who was to have coordinated 
Cardenas’ election-day computer 
operations, may have obtained the PRI 
password to the government vote-tabu- 
lating computer system’s memory, 
knowledge that could have blocked rul- 
ing party computer wizards’ private ac- 
cess to the unreleased results. 

This year at Ovando’s gravesite on 
the south end of Morelia, the state 
capital, the much-ballyhooed uprising 
was lax in arriving. A while after 10am, 
a heavy-set street vendor named 
Guadalupe Rosales and a .weather- 
beaten man on a bicycle arrived to tidy 
up around Ovando’s tomb. ‘‘We’re 
just people,’’ the man said. ‘‘We come 
here every Sunday. You don’t need to 
know our names.”’ 

Cuauhtemoc Cardenas arrived past 
11 under a sky as somber as his mood. 
At graveside, a youthful lawyer 
named Agustin Razo sermonized 
about how the people take strength 
from this murder, how the Party has its 
first martyrs, how victory belongs to 
those who hunger for justice. 

Outside the gates of the graveyard, 
the city of Morelia and the state of 


Michoacan had slowly, cautiously, ” 


begun to vote in the election Cardenas 
would later characterize as one in which 
“the life of our party is at stake.’’ As it 
turned out, Francisco Ovando may 
have been the only resident of the 
Garden of the Angel cemetery who 
didn’t cast a ballot that day. 


HE PRI is not an organiza- 

tion that leaves matters to 

chance. Besides Fear, 

Loathing, Moolah and 

“‘Prepotenica’’ (bullying) 
power), the official party contracts an 
elite circle of electoral alchemists who 
can change the dross of defeat into the 
gold ring of triumph. 

There are several stages to stealing a 
Mexican election: before (shaping the 
electoral registry to fit the outcome 
you desire), during (controlling the 
ballots that are actually cast) and after 
(altering ballot counts to conform to 
desired results). 

Last autumn, while Cardenistas were 
successfully ousting a much-disliked 
governor, gremlins at the nation’s 
voter registry up in Mexico City were 
busily erasing Cardenistas from the 
Michoacan rolls. As a result of such 
wizardry, 15-18 percent of the registered 
voters in Cardenas strongholds were 
shaved from the registry. 


“HASTA LOS MUERTOS, they voted 
here,’’ Dona Teresa Garcia gesticulated 
angrily, ‘‘even the dead. Even my late 
good husband, may herest in peace. The 
rest of us they told to go home.” 

Last July 6th this Zapicho 
matriarch rose early to wash her great 
train of gray hair so that she might 
look presentable in the plaza kiosk 
where Zapichans cast their ballots. In 
the polling place Dona Teresa took 
great care to make sure both she and 
her daughter-in-law correctly x’d in 
the little house of the PARM, then the 
party of Cuauhtemoc Cardenas. This 
July 2nd, Dona Teresa Garcia’s name 
did not appear on the voting lists in 
Zapicho. 

You didn’t have to be dead to vote in 
Zapicho, you just had to vote for the 
PRI, analyzed Jesus Merced, the 
titular chairman of Zapicho’s PRD. In 
the past months, the PRD here signed 
up 200 voters, but all the new recruits 
had to show was a paper receipt from 
the government. Exasperated, Merced 
led a group down to Zacapu to demand 
the plastic credential which allows one 
to actually cast a ballot. We don’t give 
them out to Cardenistas, he says he was 
informed. 


THE PRESS moved into Michoacan 
like a cannibal army from Mars. The 
Fourth Estate was clearly looking for 
blood. Televisa crews circled the state 
shooting snarling Cardetiistas who, by 
now, were vigiling intensely outside elec- 
toral committees. Michoacan state tel- 
evision interviewed uniformed generals 
about security arrangements in the event 
of an insurrection. The army stopped 
buses coming into the state at road- 
blocks and frisked passengers. 


THE TASK of election officials ap- 
pointed by the PRI government to 
manage the July 2nd vote was to keep 
the PRD as far away from the ballot 
boxes as possible. One surefire way was 
to forcefully expel the Cardenista 
representatives from the polling places. 

Meanwhile, a grotesque dance maca- 
bre was gyrating through the state’s 
election districts. Where the PRI 
thought it had half a chance, the Quick 
and the Dead voted early and often. 
Where the Cardenistas held sway, the 
state forgot to install polling places. 
The famous “‘taco,”’ a roll of votes folded 
inside one ballot and stuffed in the box 
with a wink from sympathetic election 
Officials, reached new. culinary heights 
down in Nueva Italia, where the PRI 
president of a casilla was gifted with the 
sumptuous lunch of a roasted chicken, 
stuffed with 100 luscious ballots, for 
subsequent digestion by the urna. 

But it was after the polls closed that 
the darkest chicanery began. In many 
locales, the absence of opposition rep- 
resentatives made counting the vote 
and forging the PRD’s signature to the 
vote tally a cinch. In others where, ina 
fever of pluralistic benevolence, the 
Opposition was actually allowed to ob- 


serve, the ballot boxes were bundled 
off by police who delivered them to 
PRI tecnicos charged with altering 
the actas (tally sheets) to fit the 
alchemical designs. 


ON ELECTION NIGHT the contes- 
tants called press conferences to ham- 
mer home their victories. 

Two special PRI secretaries, the por- 
cine PRI state healer and a highly lac- 
quered female senator from far off 
Tamupipas were ushered in to prove 
the PRI victory. A skeptical press was 
eager for numbers. The PRI special 
secretaries, outfitted in matching white 
guayaberas that had begun to stain 
beneath the TV lights, offered percen- 
tages. ‘‘Numbers!’’ thundered the 
Periodistic Herd. The senator’s face 
lacquer began to drip. 

Then the special secretaries stepped 
deeper into the snakepit by accusing 
Cuauhtemoc Cardenas, in complicity 
with sympathetic journalists, of prose- 
lytizing in the polling places on election 
day. ‘‘We know that many of you are 
members of the PRD,’’ Jose 
Guadarama slurred to an increasingly 
agitated audience. ‘‘Some of us may be 
PRDistas but all of us are periodistas,”’ 
the journalists corrected, abruptly 
wheeling on their collective heel to at- 
tend a Cardenas press conference up 
the block. 

Cardenas headquarters were located 
in one dingy room of a down-at-the- 
heels hotel a mile from the PRI’s suave 
fluorescence. Past midnight, downstairs 
in a bandbox room stinking of fumigant 
and filled to such capacity by sweaty, 
sombreroed farmers that the press corps 
had to lean gasping against walls, 
Cardenas finally slid behind the 
speakers table. His recital of the 
numerical proof of PRD victory was 
mashed beyond audibility by the worst 
sound system ever. Nonetheless, one got 
the sense — mostly from the roughly 
shouted duros and raised fists of the 
campesinos — that the PRD had won all 
18 electoral districts in Michoacan. 


N MEXICO’S electoral 

calendar, it takes a full week 

for the official victor to be 

identified. Traditionally, the 

PRI has used this period to 
hammer the results into carros com- 
pletos, full cars — complete sweeps. 
Now the opposition maintains eagle- 
eyed representatives in the casillas, and 
each party tries to keep its own com- 
puterized tally by summing up the copies 
of the actas salvaged by its represen- 
tatives at the polls. 

The eight days from poll-closing to 
the start of the count the following 
Sunday morning are punctuated by 
dramatic declarations of victory. 
In Morelia, the Cardenistas, working 
on a mutant portable computer with a 
handful of actas (Eighty-seven actas had 
been stolen from a PRD auto, election 
night in Zamora), began to announce 
their triumphs district by district daily at 
6 pm. According to PRD Senator 
Roberto Robles Garnica, a pedantic ex- 
PRI mayor of the city, his party was win- 
ning 15 districts, with the trickery too 
thick in three others even to compute. 

The PRI, for its part, continued to 
release computer printouts purport- 
ing to show that the ruling party was 
winning in 13 districts. The stats of- 
fered by the two contenders were so 
contradictory that someone had to be 
lying. The factions could not even agree 
about the number of polling places in 
each district. Then, on Tuesday night, 
the Baja Bombshell burst, casting a pall 
over the Michoacan results. 

On Jacobo Zabludowsky’s 10 
O’CLOCK News, the TV showed PRI 
candidate Colosio apparently con- 
ceding the governorship of the wealthy 
border state of Baja California to the 
PAN Party of the Bourgeois Counter 
Revolution. It was the first time in 60 
years the Institutional Revolutionary 
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Zapicho

Party — which, in one form or another, 
has ruled Mexico longer than any other 
ruling party on the planet outside of the 
Soviet Communist one — has ever 
allowed the opposition of any stripe to 
occupy one of the nation’s 31 state- 
houses. It was a historic moment. 

In Michoacan, there was little doubt 
as to the implications of the PRI con- 
cession in Baja. ‘‘Michoacan was sen- 
tenced the moment Baja California was 
conceded,’’ observed Jorge Zepeda 
Patterson, an angular political analyst 
for the Colegio de Michoacan, a local 
think tank. Stretched out on an 
analysts’s couch in the conflictive 
western city of Zamora, he continued, 
“Michoacan serves to show those 
PRlistas who are angered by the deci- 
sion to give up Baja California that 
they are not losing control.’’ 

Santiago Bravo, the conscience of 
Cardenas forces in Zapicho, was on the 
phone collect from Cheran, the capitol 
city of the Purepecha Nation. White 
noise clawed at his words but 
Santiago’s urgency knifed through: 
The Institutionals had stolen Zapicho 
back by 90 votes. “‘If you see The 
Engineer, tell him we are ready to de- 
fend this district until the ultimate con- 
sequences” my friend, a makeshift 
commandante, instructed. 


THE SUN came up steamy the morning 
of July 7th in Morelia. Brown men, the 
color of the earth, layered with pale 
yellow sombreros, were pressed so 
tightly against one another in Melchor 
Ocampo Plaza that they seemed a ris- 
ing sea. Cuauhtemoc had sensed this 
closeness of the campesinos here many 
times before — this crusade was in- 
augurated in this plaza on Nov. 29, 
1987. 

On the eve of the reckoning up in 
Michoacan, Cardenas looked haggard. 
Coughing hard into the awful sound 
system, he told the Government Palace 
across Madero Avenue that his party 
wouldn’t allow the vote to be stolen this 
time. 

Then a march swirled, perhaps 
20,000 campesinos wide, down to the 
end of Madero, where The Tata was 
waiting, a hulking bronze replica of 
Cuauhtemoc’s elephant-eared father. 
The crowd collapsed around Tata’s 
pedestal passionately. 

The PRI sought to match the PRD’s 
presence on the eve of the crucial vote 
count. To this end, 300 taxicab and 
combi drivers were assembled for a 
mammoth motorcade through the 
middle of Morelia. The PRI-paid 
press lounged under the portals, 
chowing down at party expense, as the 
carbon monoxide-spewing cavalcade 
slid up Madero. 

The next morning, tension ran like 
an electric fence in front of the stout old 
stone mansion in which District One 
(Morelia Norte) was tallying the vote. 
Very green, very nervous soldiers, with 
weapons that looked like automatic 
sharks, stood in front of the building 
and on the rooftop. 

The campesinos chanted 
Cuauhtemoc’s name repeatedly, raised 
their fists and spat out ‘“‘duros’’ with 
conviction. A PRD soundtruck rolled 
up to remind the Cardenistas that the 
soldiers were sons of the people too. 
The military commander reluctantly 
allowed nine very surprised reporters 
to enter the building. 


HE VOTE WAS being tallied 
in an antiseptic white room 
already crowded by district 
officials, two representatives 
each from five parties, and a 
gang of shady-looking tecnicos who 
kept the ballot boxes in rapid motion, 
yanking them out of the back room, 
ripping open the urnas with urgency, 
tearing apart the plastic bags in which 
the tallies are contained, thrusting them 
at the committee president to read 


rapidly aloud while a second pair of 
tecnicos tallied the totals for each 
party on a closely held tally sheet. The 
tecnicos were clearly not pleased 
with the presence of the press. One bur- 
ly gentleman even made it a point to 
step squarely on ace reporter Tere 
Guzra’s toe. The ace reporter kicked 
him back. 

The tally hobbled along at a pitiful 
pace despite the fecnicos zeal. A 
bewildered PRD lawyer and a razor- 
sharp PAN doctor kept noticing dis- 
crepancies between the numbers the 
president read and the numbers on the 
actas in their possession. In Cuitzeo 
casilla 28, the acta in the box gave 
the PRI 210 votes and the PRD 
only 18. The PRD’s acta says it won the 
box 38-10. The ballot box was allegedly 
transported by the local police to the 
house of the PRI candidate for post- 
election fiddling. 

The PRD lawyer whined that its rep- 
resentatives had been expelled from 
seven polling places in Cuitzeo. The 
casillas came in with numbers like 102-2 
and 113-12 for the PRI. The 
tachados (the touched-up ones in 
which a numeral is prefixed to the PRI 
totals) and the encimados (in which 
another number has been placed atop a 
usually erased original) followed in 
rapid fire from towns north of Morelia. 

Now the agitated tecnicos were 
feeding the boxes to the president at 
breakneck speed. ‘‘Faster,’’ one beefy 
auxillary pleaded in earshot of the 
press. A 32-19 Cardenas victory in 
Tarimbero was transformed into a 
119-32 defeat for the PRD. ‘‘This can’t 
be,’’ boomed the barrel-voiced can- 
didate, under threat of expulsion by the 
president, ‘‘I live in Tarimbero. I know 


how they voted.”’ 
For a while, all the PRI victories were 
clean zapatos — a ‘‘shoe”’ of an 


even 100 votes dropped in by the ruling 
party, magically converting 160-150 
defeats into 250-160 triumphs. PRI vic- 
tories began to seep in from polling 
places that were never installed, ac- 
cording to PRD’s notarized documen- 
tation. Reporters darted back and 
forth, photographing the evidence. 
The press has perhaps never before had 
such close access to live fraud. 

The afternoon ground on, the fec- 
nicos growing more furious as the 
opposition insisted upon showing every 
acta to the press. 

Then, abruptly, a paunchy man lum- 
bered clumsily into the room, breath- 
ing hard and waving a business card 
establishing that he was Jorge Leon 
Ruiz, auxillary tecnico for the state 
election commission. The press must 
leave at once, he insisted. You are inter- 
rupting the process. The press pro- 
tested vigorously. The auxillary 
declared he would call the military to 
dislodge us at bayonet point if we 
didn’t leave peacefully. As we were 
shoved out of the room by the 
insistent tecnicos, one droopily 
mustachioed thug spat at me: ‘‘You 
should go to China!”’ ‘‘I thought I was 
in China’’ I wagged back. 

The totals for Morelia Norte were 
officially presented the following 
evening. The PRI beat the PRD by 
1,400 votes. 


SALINAS SPLIT the country two 
nights after the Baja concession and two 
before the Michoacan vote count. It was 
his first trip abroad. He left as a shining 
knight who, in just six months, cut a 
swatch through forests of bad cops, evil 
narcos, corrupt labor czars and sneering 


tycoons. Now he was riding out to slay | 


the Dragon of the Debt. 

As he hopscotched from Venezuela to 
Colombia to France to pop champagne 
corks at the Bicentennial, he wore the 
mantle of a true democrat, having 
handed the PAN Baja California in a re- 
sounding gesture that drowned out the 
massacre in Michoacan. 

Up in Miguel Baltazar’s rickety 
tapanco (corn loft) on the lower slopes 
of Zapicho, my friend studied a grainy 


photo of Salinas waving from airplane 
steps. ‘‘Maldito,”’ he cursed, ‘‘he’s try- 
ing to show them his hands are clean.’”’ 


HE FINAL STAGE of the 

vote count sputtered vicious- 

ly over the state. Near 

Apatzingan, desperados 

have been swiss-cheesing 
every bus that comes down the pike, 
but the highway robbery was more 
fearful inside the district committee’s 
tally room, where the PRI was 
declared winner by 300 votes in an 
area that went 5-to-1 for Cardenas 
last July. 

Along the distant tropical coast in 
Huetamo and Coalcoman, where en- 
claves of vicious narcolords hold the 
populace in thrall, tiny hamlets of 20 
families registered 300 votes for the 
PRI and zero for the PRD. And in Los 
Reyes, the district to which Zapicho and 
Cheran belong, a thousand furious 
Cardenistas sizzled outside in a cold, 
drenching downpour as the PRI was 
pronounced the winner by 1,500 votes. 
Four thousand votes had been annuled 
by the PRI-dominated district commit- 
tee. 

In the final compute, the PRI pur- 
loined 12 districts, leaving the PRD six 
votes in a congress of 24 members and 
one seat to the PRI’s four on the elec- 
toral college, which ultimately decides 
the validity of the election. 

I asked Jorge Mendoza Alvarez, 
the soft, palefaced Michoacan chair- 
man of the state electoral commis- 
sion, how the election had gone. 
“‘Normal,’’ he laughed, slapping me 
heartily on the back. 

But what was unusual is what hap- 
pened next. ‘‘On Sunday, the 
Cardenistas marched through Zamora. 
There were many Purepecha women,”’ 
reported a tense Zepeda Patterson, 
“The women were carrying lead pipes. 
I’ve never seen that here before.”’ 

Marcelino the broommaker, 
Miguel’s brother-in-law, joined us in 
the fapanco.. A whitehaired old 
bracero, Marcelino motormouthed 
with lubricated dexterity. Tonight the 
text was the ‘‘agradismo,’’ the 
nostalgic period during Lazaro 
Cardenas’ reign when the campesinos 
were unleashed like a sort of agricul- 
tural Red Guard, expropriating and 
distributing properties. 

“‘Here the preferred weapon was the 
ax. We axed three sardos one day down 
in the plain of Cheran,’’ rattled the 
broommaker. Then he shifted gears: 
“The first Chauhtemoc — he was the 
prince of the Indians, you know. We are 
his sons, the color of the earth and the 
owners of it. We esteem Cuauhtemoc’s 
heart, but this Cuauhtemoc does not 
want us to use arms.”’ 

“Those pendejos, they robbed us,”’ 
exhaled Miguel. ‘‘Just give me an ax,”’ 
laughed Marcelino. 


AS THE JULY moon swelled up over 
the state, bringing monsoons to the 
Sierra, the battle for Michoacan was 
entering a new and trepidatious phase. 
Cardenistas had begun to close high- 
ways, ‘‘strangulating”’ entry and exit in 
a state that ranks third in the nation in 
agricultural exports. Ten thousand 
army troops are still on patrol here. The 
PRD is building toward Aug. 15th, 
when the state electoral college will 
convene under seige. 

“The life of our party is at stake 
here,’’? Cuauhtemoc said. Now his 
proven power of mobilization will be 
pitted against the PRI’s scheme to steal 
back Michoacan, Cardenas’ first and 
most organic hunk of turf. If the impa- 
tience of the campesinos and their need 
to attend to their fields does not disrupt 
the flow, the second battle for 
Michoacan will detonate with the full 
moon of August. a

Inamad rush to maximize lumber company profits, 
the Forest Service has renewed plans to spray cancer-causing 
herbicides on Northern California's forests

HEN SPRING returns 
to the Northern Califor- 
nia timberlands, United 
States Forest Service 
helicopters may once 
again be hovering over the trees, ponds 
and streams, spraying them with cancer- 
causing herbicides including 2,4-D. 

Protests over health hazards prompted 
the Forest Service in 1985 to call a 
moratorium on herbicide spraying. But 
last February, a Forest Service en- 
vironmental impact statement con- 
cluded that the risks were acceptable. 

The agency plans to resume her- 

bicide spraying in spring 1990, starting 
in the Tahoe and Stanislaus forests, 
unless it is persuaded by the flood of 
appeals from 21 groups and in- 
dividuals, including local residents and 
such disparate groups as the United 
Jewish Community Center in San 
Francisco, the Karuk tribe of Califor- 
nia, the California Native Plant Society 
and the Trinity County Department of 
Transportation. 

The stated purpose of herbicide 
spraying is to kill leafy plants, leaving 
conifers, the cash crop, alone to suck 
up more sun and nutrients and thus to 
grow faster. That means more income 
for lumber companies, since trees can 
be harvested more often, and lower 
harvest expenses, since the forests can 
be ‘‘clear-cut’’ more cheaply. 

(The spraying has another, possibly 
unintended impact. Marijuana plants, 
which only a few years ago were un- 
questionably the largest cash crop in 
the North Coast region, are especially 
vulnerable to herbicides like 2,4-D. 
Some critics always charged that the 
herbicide spraying was aimed in part at 





wiping out the marijuana trade, al- 
though most people familiar with the 
issue now agree that the destruction of 
pot plants is at most an extra bonus for 
the federal government.) 

When the Forest Service first began 
herbicide spraying in the mid-1970s, 
streams, ponds and nearby water sup- 
plies were contaminated with 2,4-D. 
People drank the water and irrigated 
their gardens with it. 

Soon after the spraying began, local 
residents reported that an alarming 
number of children were being born 
deformed and pregnancies were ending in 
miscarriage. At an anti-herbicide rally in 
Trinity County several years ago, many 
of the children were playing with one 
hand, or no hands. One child’s head 
was too heavy for her small body. 

Forest Service representatives said it 
was because the hills dwellers took too 
much LSD. The hills dwellers said it was 
their water. 

According to Raymond Weinmann, 
director of Forest Service timber man- 
agement for California, the mora- 
torium on herbicide spray created 
problems. ‘‘Some forests [El Dorado, 
Klamath and Shasta-Trinity] reduced 
cuts in the last few years because of the 
unavailability of herbicides,’’ he told 
the Bay Guardian. 

But the moratorium also calmed dis- 
sent, according to Larry Glass, a coor- 
dinator of the California Coalition for 
Alternatives to Pesticides. As a result, 
the formal appeals to the Forest Service 
have so far been the only opposition to 
the Forest Service’s plans for renewed 
spraying, in areas that used to be 
organized to the point of having look- 
outs at every potential spray-area en- 
trance, each with a citizen-band radio 
to put the local populace on alert. 


OT LONG AGO, the her- 

bicide 2,4-D and its Agent 

Orange sister, 2,4,5-T, were 

commonly sprayed on 

forests. After the Vietnam 
war, 2,4,5-T was banned, but 2,4-D 
continued to be sprayed in the quest for 
larger timber yields. 

The 2,4,5-T ban was good news to 
those worried about health effects of 
the spray, but they continue to fret over 
2,4-D, even though authorities claim it

is less toxic. Many of them had heard 
those same authorities’ reassurance 
that 2,4,5-T wouldn’t hurt them. 

Weinmann said herbicides are ‘‘not 
as dangerous as people make them out 
to be,’’ even though the EIS assumes 
that seven of the 13 herbicides con- 
sidered, including 2,4-D, atrazine and 
glyphosate (Roundup), cause cancer. 

Glass told the Bay Guardian that 
2,4-D has been shown to influence the 
incidence of lymphoma in farmers in 
Nebraska and Kansas. The Environ- 
mental Protection Agency has been 
studying the chemical since 1980 to fill 
“significant data gaps’’ to determine 
its safety. 

Roundup, a widely used herbicide on 
roadsides and parks (see sidebar), is the 
heir-apparent to 2,4-D in forest spray- 
ing. Its active ingredient, glyphosate, 
“forms an N-nitrosoglyphosate in soils 
treated with nitrogen fertilizer. Many 
N-nitroso compounds are potent 
animal carcinogens,”’ according to a 
1977 study in the Journal of Agricul- 
ture Food Chemicals. 

In the late 1970s and early 1980s 
several hills-dwellers blamed herbicide 
spraying for their cancers. One of 
them, Patt Kneer, wrote in a letter to 
the Forest Service, ‘‘Shortly after the 
spray, arain followed. The berries were 
ripening. My daughter was hiking out 
with a friend — they ate bountiful por- 
tions [of berries] unaware that the 
whole place had been sprayed. She and 
her friend became very sick for several 
days.’’ Her daughter later developed 
thyroid cancer. 

The Forest Service environmental im- 
pact statement, while admitting that 
2,4-D and two other herbicides were 
harmful, concluded that ‘‘the risk of 
cancer for the general public is very low.”’ 

“*T wouldn’t say there’s no risk, but 
there is an acceptable risk,’’ said 
Weinmann. 

The appeals filed with the Forest 
Service charge, however, that the EIS 
failed to address the cumulative impact 
of years of spraying, the synergistic ef- 
fects of use of different chemicals and 
the effects of ‘‘inert’’ ingredients, such 
as deisel fuel, which is used to make the 
herbicides stick to the plants. Inert ingre- 
dients can be up to 80 percent of the 
chemical solution sprayed over the 
forest by helicopter, according to Glass. 

The EIS said the greatest risk was not 
to the public at large, but to Forest 
Service personnel who handle the 
chemicals. Thus, Weinmann said, the 
safest way to get herbicides to the target 
area is by aerial spraying. 

Yet aerial spraying is subject to her- 
bicide drift, in which the chemical lands 
where the wind blows it and not where 
it’s intended, and to volatilization: It

_ian. He added that spraying her- 
bicides is done for safety, as weeds 
make the playing field uneven, 
which can lead to injuries. 

After spraying, park personnel 
are directed to monitor the site to 
keep people out. ‘‘We try to keep 
the kids away. They can’t or won’t 
read [warning signs], and dogs can’t 
read,’’ said Thomsen, who main- 
fains that no one has ever become 
sick from the park’s herbicides. 

San Francisco is one of a handful 
of counties that require monthly re- 

ports for all uses of herbicides, not 
Just ones the state considers ‘‘re- 
stricted.’’ Restricted herbicides 

such as 2,4-D are required to be 
reported all over California. 

Evan Weeth, the county 
agricultural commissioner, told the 
Bay Guardian the city’s parks are 
likely the largest users of herbicides 
in the county. ‘‘There are very few 
nurseries in the city, a few private 
golf courses and landscape gar- 
deners. The Army Presidio used to 
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evaporates in the heat, only to con- 
dense and fall when it hits cooler air. 
That may happen in dense, unpopu- 
lated forestland — or it may happen 
over someone’s vegetable garden. 


OCAL RESIDENTS oppose 

herbicide spraying mainly 

because they are concerned 

about its health hazards. But 

many also object to the whole 
forest-management strategy on which 
herbicide spraying is based. 

Underlying the Forest Service’s desire 
to spray herbicides is a rather simple 
equation — the more spray, the more 
trees are assumed to grow in the future 
and the more trees can be cut today. 

“It’s a stupid, stupid insistence on 
clear-cutting (instead of selectively cut- 
ting) everything. They wouldn’t spray if 
they didn’t clear-cut,’’ said Glass. “‘It’s 
this great big theory they’ve got, that 
there is X amount of growth because 
they’ve sprayed. Without herbicides, 
they’d be forced to hire crews (to hand 
cut vegetation competing with seedlings) 
and, God forbid, create employment or 
stop clear-cutting, either of which they 
have no stomach for.’ 

Harvests, Glass argues, can be done 
selectively, taking a few trees in each 
area and leaving the rest to reseed. 
Many local residents advocate this 
method because they are alarmed and 
disgusted by the way a forest looks, and 
grows, after clear-cutting. 

Environmentalists also insist that the 
quality of the trees diminishes with the 
use of chemicals. A slow-growing tree 
will have its rings closer together and 
make for good structural wood. A fast- 
growing tree, which results after her- 
bicides kill the surrounding, competing 
vegetation, will be spongier, and less 
suitable for structural-strength lumber. 

Spray opponents say the best way to 
ensure strong-growing trees is to avoid 
herbicides and clear-cutting, but 
Weinmann says selective cutting 
doesn’t work. 

“One thing the public doesn’t under- 
stand is that even with [selective cuts] 
we still have the same dilemma of get- 
ting new trees established. You still 
need herbicides and have to accept a 
slower growth rate.”’ 

Glass, who owns forest land in Trinity 
County, said, ‘‘I know what I’ve seen. 
The forest left alone, even after being 
butchered by clearcuts, will survive. It 
just takes time. It has to go through 
succession. If you use chemicals, all 
you get isatree good only for pulp.”

spfay, but we haven’t heard from 
them lately,”’ he said. : 

The most curious use of her- 
bicides has been a nearly decade- 
long fight against the South African ~ 
Capeweed, a rather nice-looking 
ground cover with silvery leaves and 
yellow flowers. It’s not the plant 
itself that’s curious, but the way it 
has invaded Golden Gate Park. 
Park gardeners insist there is a 
strange man who flits about the 
park with cuttings of the weed and 
inserts them in the ground to 
flourish. Even the superintendent 
of parks, Barney Barron, insists the 
mad planter is for real. 

The Capeweed Crusader is ru- 
mored to have moved on to Marin 
County, where he’s now said to be 
planting a thistle-like weed called 
gorse. But eradication measures are 
still being used on the capeweed in 
Golden Gate Park. Thomsen insists 
the use of herbicide could be cut by 50 
to 60 percent if not for the capeweed.

DIARY OF A JAZZ CAMPER 


Misha Berson conquers stage fright and jams 
with world-class musicians under the Santa Cruz redwoods

T TAKES a lot to make an adult 
into ahappy camper, Dan Quayle 
notwithstanding. Some might be 
lured by one of those baseball 
fantasy camps, where you get to 
hit foul balls off famous pitchers. 
Others might go for computer camp, 
where you can rub elbows with genius 
nerds and hackers. But I found my 
thrill at Jazz Camp, where I got seven 
exhilarating days and nights of nonstop 
jazz, blues, salsa and gospel music in 
the heart of the Santa Cruz redwoods. 
Founded at Cazadero in 1977 by 
Camps Inc., now run by Jazz Concepts 


at a site near Aptos, Jazz Camp has 
become a legendary summer institution 
for an extended family of jazz lovers. 
Many great local musicians have taught 
there — past faculty include Bobby 
McFerrin, John Handy, Tuck and Patti, 
Mark Murphy. Friends I know who’ve 
attended extolled the place to me, and 
this seemed like the right summer to 
check it out myself. 

I was, however, a little trepidatious 
about it. Like many who tooted away in 
the high school orchestra, I’ve been a 
closet musician for many more years 
than I was a musician. Sure, I fooled 
around on flute with folk-rock bands in 
the early 1970s. Yes, I can noodle a 


sonatina or two on the piano, and I’ve 
been known to sing golden oldies with 
friends at a party. 

But now years pass by without me 
picking up my ax, and my musical chops 
rusted over long ago. Given the fact that 
I hadn’t practiced for five years, how 
could I possibly hold my own in classes 
and jam sessions? Would jazz camp be 
an experience in abject musical humilia- 
tion, or would it connect me back to the 
joy of making music? 

“Not to worry,’’ consoled Stacey 
Hoffman, the Berkeley jazz fan who is 
the camp’s director. ‘“‘People on all 
levels show up. Besides, Jazz Camp isn’t 
competitive — it’s about having fun.”’ 


Hoffman also pointed out that it’s 
likely the only jazz camp in the country 
that welcomes families, favors a broad, 
multiethnic approach to jazz, doesn’t 
make you audition in advance and 
won’t cram musical theory into your 
brain — unless you invite it. And it’s 
definitely the only camp that has the 
great salsa percussion king Pete 
Escovedo as musical director. 

Emboldened, I decided to go for it: 
All I had to lose was my ragged pride. 
Following are scenes from my life as a 
jazz camper. 


SUNDAY. | get off to a late start from 
San Francisco, but find the lovely, 
wooded Jazz Camp site easily. I arrive 
just in time for the end of the all-camp 
orientation meeting, held in the rustic 
outdoor amphitheater. 

Bunched up on benches, my 175 
fellow campers appear to be a friendly 
mingle of black, white, Asian and 
Hispanic humanity, aged ten to about 
60. They are all clutching photocopies 
of the daily schedule and looking 
perplexed. As soon as I pick one up I 
know why. Each day between 9 am and 
5:30 pm there are 42 different classes to 
choose from, starting with Improv 
Dance by leading choreographer Tandy 
Beal and ending up with the All-Camp 
Gospel Choir directed by gospel 
wunderkind Terrance Kelly. Suddenly 
I feel like a music-starved kid in the 
world’s biggest record store. 

Pete Escovedo, leonine, silver- 
haired, and every bit as cute as his 
famous daughter Sheila E., sends us all 
off to audition for the faculty — osten- 
sibly so they can figure out which com- 
bos and classes we belong in. Just a 
darned minute, I think. This is what I 
was dreading. 

But it turns out that the auditions, 
like everything else here, are casual and 
unpressured. Up at the hilltop chapel, 
vocal teachers Faye Carol and Rhiannon 
apologize profusely for making us 
croon a few bars of any song we know. 
The mob of vocal students, most of 
them women, don’t seem to mind at all. 
Their short, a capella bursts of jazz and 
pop standards turn into an impromptu 
recital, with everyone clapping and 
cheering each other on. Auditioning on 
flute for jazz saxophonist Mel Martin is 
less of a kick, but I get through it. 

After a hearty supper in the lodge- 
style dining hall, we gather back in the 
amphitheater for the first of the nightly 
faculty concerts. It’s chilly in the trees, 
but the music sounds heavenly. Sax- 
ophonists Mel Martin and Harvey 
Weinapple swap riffs, Ed Kelly and 
Mark Levine take turns caressing the 
ivories, Babatunde and Eddie Marshall 
trade off on drums, Rhiannon sings a 
number. Suddenly I get it. These guys 
are amazing musicians, and they’re go- 
ing to be playing their heads off for us 
all week. I’ve arrived in Jazz Nirvana. 


MONDAY. The musical wake-up call 
(it sounds like a chorus of metal pipes)

jolts me out of my bunk bed at 7:30. At 


breakfast, I chat with an old-time jazz * 


camper, and confide my desire to take 
five classes at once. ‘‘Everybody 
samples a lot,’ she says. ‘But pace 
yourself. You can really run ragged 
here.’’ Too true. 

Tandy Beal’s first improv session is 
more fun than I’ve had in a dance class 
in years. No aerobics, no combina- 
tions, lots of running, jumping, leap- 
ing and slithering around. Then it’s on 
to Rhiannon’s vocal session. A former 
lead singer with the jazz women’s 
group Alive!, Rhiannon wants us to 
experiment with overlapping layers of 
improvised vocals.’ We do it outdoors 
in a redwood grove christened the 
**Singers Circle.”’ 

What’s next? If it’s 11:15 it must be 
salsa, also al fresco. Noted percus- 
sionists John Santos and Carolyn 
Brandy pass out cowbells, wooden 
sticks and congas, and teach us some 
deceptively simple Latin rhythm pat- 
terns. Meanwhile, Jeff Narell’s steel 
drums are beckoning and I’m musing 
over what it would be like to take har- 
monica lessons from Donald Bailey. 

By lunch my brain is buzzing. Aftera 
humbling class with six flute players 
who all sound better than me, I gird my 
soul for the camp gospel choir. This 
isn’t just any old gospel choir: It’s the 
dreamchild of Terry Kelly, the 26-year- 
old son of Ed Kelly and the leader of the 
Oakland Inter-Faith Gospel Choir. 
(Oakland Inter-Faith is so hot right 
now that they’re backing up Linda 
Rondstadt on her next record. ) 

Kelly has a flat-top haircut and a 
mind-boggling four-octave vocal 
range, and as achoir director he means 
business. He tells us that by camp’s end 
we will have learned five numbers, in 
intricate harmony. He also makes an 
announcement to the large number of 
non-Christians in the room: If the 
J-word bothers you, just think of any 
deity you like when you sing about 
Jesus. Fine, but I still imagine my 
Russian-Jewish ancestors spinning in 
their graves as we learn the words to 
“Jesus I Love You.”’ 

When dinner is over, another great 
concert — salsa, with a first-rate band 
including John Santos, ace keyboard 
player Rebecca Mauleon and trom- 
bonist Wayne Wallace. Afterward, 
there’s a blues jam in the dining room 
until 1 am. Little sleep but fine-and- 
funky joy. 


TUESDAY. Have you ever heard 17 
different vocal renditions of ‘I’m 
Beginning to See the Light”’ in a row? 
That’s the lesson plan today in Faye 
Carol’s singing class. Suprisingly, it’s 
fascinating, because everyone’s voice is 
so completely different. And Faye is a 
hoot. An imposing black woman witha 
Neferriti-style haircut and six-inch, 
steely gray fingernails, her warmth and 
enthusiasm make everyone high. 

After lunch today I take a walk, and

notice that the camp has become a giant 
jazz commune. Kids whiz by on their 
bikes. Rectangular and dome-shaped 
tents have sprouted amidst the red- 
woods. On every breeze you hear horns 
tuning up, trumpets running through 
Freddy Hubbard tunes, electric guitars 
strumming, the shimmer of steel drums. 

I ask some of the teachers whether 
they get frustrated by teaching such a 
varied bunch of students — some nearly 
professional, others practically tone- 
deaf. They all say no. “‘You get into the 
spirit of the thing,”’ says Mark Levine. 
“Tf you don’t, you’re not invited back.” 

Between classes and dinnertime each 
day, there’s an ‘‘open mike’’ oppor- 
tunity in the amphitheater. Students 
work up a tune together, or they in- 
dulge in the thrill of having the faculty 
musicians back them up. Listening to a 
novice singer bravely struggle through a 
ballad, I decide that I too will take the 
plunge off the diving board. By God, 
I’ll get up in front of everyone and sing 
— even if I never live it down. Signing 
up for Friday, I know I'll be dwelling in 
fear for the next three days. 


WEDNESDAY. Everyone is getting 
crazed here. We’re already planning 
for Sunday, when our friends and 
families will converge for a day 
of recitals. 

I’ll be singing with a jazz choir and 
the gospel choir, dancing with my 
dance class, and playing flute in a small 
combo — my first (and possibly last) 
public performances in many years. 
The clarinetist is an independent video 
producer; the bass player a student at 
San Francisco State who has his own 
rock band. Led by pianist Ellen 
Hoffman, we’re playing a Bach/blues 
number and Gershwin’s ‘‘Someone to 
Watch Over Me.”’ Westart out sound- 
ing like we belong on Ted Mack’s 
Amateur Hour, but each day we get 
better. 

Tonight I leave to spend the night 
with friends in Santa Cruz. It’s great to 
see them, but I get waves of homesick- 
ness for Jazz Camp. 


THURSDAY. Is it possible to overdose 
on music? Amazingly, there are no 
mental casualties yet — even after

joctor,’ instructs students in trombone. 


roughly ten hours a day of the hard 
stuff. Some people are reacting 
physically to the onslaught, however. 
One of my dormitory mates, a bass 
player, has badly blistered fingers from 
too much plucking. Many are sucking 
on lozenges or wrapping on scarves to 
soothe weary throats. Backs are going 
out and stomach flu is rampant. It’s 
just the 24-hour kind, but thankfully I 
miss it. 

I notice that some people, including 
me, are getting a little testy around the 
edges. They grumble about a teacher or 
acombo leader, or how hardit isto find 
a free piano. (There are 14 pianos set up 
in the redwoods, but even that isn’t 
enough.) What’s really going on is a 
massive case of shared stagefright. 
Away from home, blissfully cut off 
from work and daily routines, every- 
thing boils down to music. Sending 
pleasing sounds into the universe is the 
end-all and be-all. 

Today I rehearse my open-mike 
song, a bossa nova tune, with Mark 
Levine. I can’t believe I’m going to go 
through with this. 

At a sunset party on Aptos beach we 
tell jokes and roast marshmellows, just 
like regular campers. Some of the 
children light birthday candles in the 
sand and we start singing to the stars. 
Promptly at 10 pm, a woman ranger 
drives up and sheepishly tells us we 
have to break it up. 


FRIDAY. Everyone’s exhausted, but a 
second wave of stamina comes out of 
somewhere. 

The residents in nearby houses have 
complained loudly to the camp 
management about noise, so we can’t 
have any more late-night concerts in the 
amphitheater. The world now seems to 
be divided into two tribes: jazz campers 
and the rest of humanity. 

All day, throughout classes and 
meals, I’m obsessing about my perform- 
ance at the open mike. The schedule is 
running behind and I ask Eddie 
Marshall, the guy in charge of these 
things, to make sure I get on. He asksme 
what I’d like to bribe him with, and jok- 
ingly suggests a year of babysitting for 
his youngest son. I almost agree to it. 

White-knuckled, I go to open mike 
and sit through a brass quintet, four 
vocalists, a salsa number and a 
xylophone combo. They never get to 
me, so the fear extends another day. 





It’s Faye Carol’s night to concertize, 
and we hear her in the small indoor 
auditorium. Decked out in a silky 
lavender pantsuit with a scarlet tank 
top, the singer knows how to lay down 
some killer blues. The old Dinah 
Washington tune about a seven-foot 
dentist rips the place apart. 


SATURDAY. After near-paralysis 
from stage fright I finally do my thing 
at open mike. As with every perfor- 
mance at camp, the audience is both 
astute and blindly sympathetic. Eddie 
Marshall, who has played for just 
about every great jazz vocalist, keeps 
time behind me. Harvey Weinapple 
plays a dandy solo, bassist Jeff Carney 
and pianist Mark Levine sound terrific. 
And me? Well, I get through it. Call ita 
musical version of Outward Bound. 

On our last night, we boogie into the 
wee hours to the R&B of singer-guitarist 
Johnny Heartsman, and the picante 
salsa of Pete Escovedo. 


SUNDAY. A packed day of recitals, 
with most of the 42 classes getting their 
turn to perform. The proud parents, 
friends and significant others who’ve 
turned out seek to pick up on the hip, 
generous spirit of Jazz Camp. Today, 
even the rankest beginners sound sort 
of great. My favorite combo is the 
one with 14-year-old twins on flute 
and trumpet, an 18-year-old bass 
player, a gray-haired, middle-aged 
woman on vibes and a beaming Eddie 
Marshall on drums. 

Camp ends with the 60-voice gospel 
choir majestically wailing all five songs 
Terry drilled into us. One of them con- 
tains the phrase, ‘‘I’m not ashamed to 
tell the world I love you.’’ Of course it 
was meant to refer to the supreme being 
of your choice, but long after the ap- 
plause dies down and the concert ends 
we are still singing it over and over and 
over at the top of our lungs. Maybe it’s 
become the official camp song. And 
maybe we keep singing it so that we 
won’t have to leave jazz nirvana. 

Finally we tear ourselves away, 
heading back home with the sound of 
steel drums, Coltrane tunes and an 
angelic choir ringing in our ears. But 
one of the nicest things about Jazz 
Camp is that no matter how old you 
are, how rusty you are, and how hard it 
is for you to carry a tune, you can 
always come back.

A QUIET SUCCESS 


Burma Restaurant serves up terrific Burmese cuisine without fanfare

S USUAL, the sleepy 

Avenues have come up 

with another fabulous 

Asian restaurant. No fan- 

fare, no press releases or 
big advertisements: Burma Restaurant 
opened quietly and continues to do 
business in much the same manner. 
Mostly neighborhood residents or 
foodies who seek out jewels like these 
are hip to this wonderful place, but 
Burma Restaurant certainly doesn’t 
suffer from lack of business. On the 
contrary, this small, charming lunch 
and dinner house is usually filled with 
happy, loyal customers, enjoying great 
food and gracious service. 

Basically, Burmese cuisine combines 
the flavors, ingredients and cooking 
styles of China, India and Thailand. 
Aromatic spices, fresh herbs, tropical 
fruits and vegetables and plenty of 
noodles, rice, peas, seeds and nuts ap- 
pear in typical Burmese dishes. Unlike 

’ other Asian foods, Burmese dishes 
often contain potatoes, a starch not 
usually eaten with rice. 

This wonderfully creative cuisine 
combines unlikely ingredients, spices 
and cooking methods in a most uncan- 
ny way. The results can be exotic in 
taste and texture: Consider potatoes 
and chicken cooked in a rich and 
flavorful sauce served with rice sea- 
soned with cinnamon, bay leaves, 
raisins and cashew nuts. The menu is 
divided into the usual beef, pork, 
chicken, seafood, vegetable and rice 
and noodle categories to make ordering 
easy and clear. 

Try the mo hin ga ($ 3.95), a rich 
tomatoey catfish chowder, thick with 
noodles and barely scented with a 
delicate fish flavor. Topped with fresh 
cilantro and a squeeze of lemon, this 
soup would be great for hangovers! No 
Burmese meal would be complete with- 
out samusa ($3.75), deep-fried trian- 
gles filled with alight curried mixture of 
potatoes and green peas. Dipped in a 
fierce hot sauce, these greaseless 
morsels are habit-forming. 

The paratha ($ 1.75) doesn’t actually 
read well, but order it and be ready fora 
subtle and delicious treat. Similar to 
Chinese onion cakes, this thin round of 
pan-fried dough is served cut into 
quarters. It is delicate and tasty, 


especially with a dab of the black bean 
chili sauce in the condiment tray. 

My favorite is the fresh ginger salad 
($ 4.95), the ultimate demonstration of 
ingredient, texture and flavor pairings. 
Fresh ginger, hot green pepper, sesame 
seeds, pumpkin seeds, fried split peas, 
garlic, coconut, cabbage and tomato 
are tossed together at the table with a 
slightly tart dressing, forming one of 
the most sensationally nutritious salads 
ever. It’s moist, crispy, crunchy, salty, 
sweet and hot all at once. 

Mango salad ($4.95), a special salad 
one night, was fresh, spicy and sweet 
with its generous strips of mango and 
cabbage with plenty of garlic and chilies. 
Onion-ring lovers shouldn’t miss the 
fried onion with the house special sauce 
($ 3.50). A mound of dark brown, 
crunchy and sweet deep-fried onions 
served with hot dipping sauce is next to 
heaven. This appetizer is a must. 

The entrees all sound terrific. We 
tried Old Fashion Beef ($6.95), a good 
example of the Indian influences in this 
cuisine. Lean beef stir-fried with green 
chili, sweet onions, fresh basil and a 
hint of star anise is served in a thin, 
aromatic sauce. The entire mixture, a 
bit salty but scented with that delightful 
smoky flavor from the wok, is robust in 
portion while sensitive in style. 

The Burmese curry squid ($ 6.50) is 
equally delicious. Melt- in-your-mouth 
slices and rounds of squid, baby bok 
choy, sweet onions and tomato come in 
a spicy red sauce, perfectly seasoned 
and cooked. Steamed white or brown 
rice is available, but why not choose a 
more unusual rice dish to accompany 
these delicacies? Burmese-style vege- 
tarian fried rice ($ 3.75) is a mixture of 
pleasantly soft and tender rice teamed 
with yellow beans and plenty of garlic 
and onions. 

Combination chow mein ($ 4.95) 
seems a bit plebian, but I happen to 
love noodles in any shape or form. 
These pleasantly chewy noodles, 
fabulously smoky in taste once again 
from wok cooking, are teamed with 
plump prawns, pork, beef and tender 
morsels of chicken with onions and 
garlic strewn about. 

The chicken with mint leaves and 
green chili ($ 5.95) was simple and 
clean-tasting. Lean, wholesome 
chunks of chicken teamed with lots of 
bamboo shoots and almost pungent 





mint leaves was easily enough for four 
people to share. A few more chilies 
would have jazzed this dish up a bit, but 
it was quite tasty the way it was. 

Burmese curry vegetables ($ 5.25), a 
plate filled with perfectly cooked zuc- 
chini, broccoli, bamboo shoots and 
water chestnuts, was delicately-seas- 
oned with mild curry spices. Careful 
not to overpower the fresh taste of the 
vegetables, the chef uses just the right 
amount of flavoring ingredients in this 
dish. 

Wine by the glass, beer and a few soft 
drinks are available for 90 cents to 
$1.80. 

Burmese desserts are pretty unusual, 
to say the least. Most Asian cuisines 
don’t use much cream in any prepara- 
tion, but Burmese desserts are an ex- 
ception. Most unique is paluda sundae 
($ 2.95). This classic dish is favored by 
Burmese natives; most Americans 
don’t take to the combination of 
flavors too well, but I think it’s a kick in 
the pants. Sweet red beans, seaweed, 
red-colored tapioca, Burmese jello, 
raisins, peanuts and vanilla ice cream 
served in a parfait glass is at least 
refreshing at the end of a large and 
spicy meal. 

Burma Restaurant is very pleasant, 
the portions are truly gigantic and the 
quality is even, honest and pure. If 
you’re tired of your favorite Asian 
standbys, try Burma Restaurant for a 
ehange — you'll bein fora treat. |

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LETHAL 
MERGER?

HAT, ME wor- 
‘WwW ry?”’ This  bril- 


liant gem of exis- 

tentialist thought 

comes, of course, 
from the monumental mind of Mad 
Magazine’s philosopher-king, Alfred 
E. Newman. One can say with absolute 
certainty that Alfred E. greeted news of 
the merger between Warner Commu- 
nications, Mad’s parent corporation, 
and Time Inc. with his famed lumi- 
nous smile and world-renowned three- 
word query. Alfred E. Newman’s sub- 
lime serenity is doubtless unperturbed 
by the adoption of such siblings as Time, 
Fortune, Money, People, Sports Il- 
lustrated, American Lawyer and South- 
ern Accents into his exceptional ex- 
tended family, many others are very 
worried. What troubles them is the un- 
precedented potential of the new Time 
Warner media monster to shape our 
educational, cultural and political en- 
vironment. 

A scan of the lengthy list of com- 
panies controlled by Time Warner 
clearly indicates the basis for such con- 
cerns. Among TW’s holdings are more 
than 25 magazines (two, Hippocrates 
and Parenting, being San Francisco- 
based); five book publishers, along 
with the Book-of-the Month-Club; a 
dozen or so record labels and music 
publishers; the Warner Brothers film 
group; a movie theater chain; 
numerous cable-TV franchises and 
other video-related subsidiaries, in- 
cluding Home Box Office; and, last but 
certainly not least, Batman and the full 
crew of DC Comics’ superheroes. 

High school students may be the first 
to notice Time Warner flex its mighty 
muscles if, as expected, TW puts its im- 
mense propaganda power behind its 50 

* percent-owned Whittle Communica- 
tions. Whittle, in case you can’t place 
the name, is the company that came up 
with the plan to bring TV commercials 
into America’s classrooms. The deal it 
offers goes like this: Whittle gives high 
schools $50,000 worth of TV equip- 
ment (a satellite dish, monitors, etc.); 
in exchange, the schools make sure 
students view 12 minutes of Whittle- 
produced programming each day, to 
include news features and two minutes 
of commercials. 

Despite a typical teenage home diet 
of about an hour a day of TV commer- 
cials, Whittle’s proposal to add only a 
couple more at school has raised 
educators’ hackles. California’s 
Superintendent of Schools, Bill Honig, 
quickly gavethe idea a failing grade and 
New York State’s education chief, 
Thomas Sobol, noted the irony of 
mandating two minutes of commer- 
cials for schoolkids but prohibiting two 
minutes of prayer. 

But Chris Whittle, the company 
chief and a man who claims it’s his 
“natural destiny’’ to transform mass 
communications, is far from dis- 
couraged, and he predicts thousands of 
high-school classrooms will soon be 
tuned in to his ‘‘Channel One.’’ With 
Time Warner’s publications available 
to manipulate public opinion and pro- 
vide political support for the election of 


education officials sympathetic to 
classroom commercials, Whittle’s con- 
fidence may well be justified. 

There’s no. question that the $25-bil- 
lion Time Warner has the resources to 
exercise enormous influence over our 
mass media. But with what kinds of 
messages will we be massaged? 

Odds are, traditional conservatives 
will continue to have much to complain 
about. The Alfred E. Newman grin 
may never make it to the cover of 
Parenting, but he’ll still be there in 
every issue of Mad. You’ll still be able 
to hear the music and lyrics of Prince, 
Madonna and the Violent Femmes on 
Wanrner’s record labels. There’ll be no 
shortage of bleeding-heart liberal 
lamentations in TW’s magazines and 
books. And the conglomerate’s movie 
and TV subsidiaries will keep selling us 
the usual doses of sex objects and 
Lethal Weapons, mixed with occa- 
sional shots of socially progressive con- 
tent for Jane Fonda fans. 

Those holding traditional views 
about capitalism are also likely to be 
disappointed by Time Warner’s cor- 
porate conduct. As financial writer Ben 
Stein points out in the July 17th issue of 
Barron’s, the Wall Street Journal’s 
weekly sister publication, the TW 
management team has a history of 
treating such capitalist tenets as free 
markets and shareholder rights with 
disdain. According to Stein, manage- 
ment’s major motivation for the 
merger was to pad its personal poc- 
ketbooks. And the interests of both 
Time and Warner stockholders were 
completely irrelevant. 

What really gets Stein’s gallbladder 
churning is how Time and Warner 
management violated one of the 
capitalist catechism’s holiest com- 
mandments: Stockholders shall have 
the right to decide the destiny of their 
corporation. But, says Stein, inthe TW 
merger, the firms’ top executives ex- 
erted a kind of ‘‘feudal control”’ to pre- 
vent a vote on the deal by owners of 
Time and Warner shares. And, he ad- 
monishes, ‘‘This is not the way free 
markets in capital are supposed to work 
under law.”’ 

So, if the media moguls running 
Time Warner scorn both traditional 
conservative and capitalist values, what 
is the ideological line we’re going to get 
from them? Remember, these are guys 
who are worth tens of millions and 
they still spend most of their waking 
hours scheming to make tens of mil- 
lions more. It’s my guess, therefore, 
the only line we’ll ever see Time 


-Warner really pushing is the old ‘‘Me 


First’’ cliche: ‘‘Whoever dies with the 
most toys wins.”’ 

Since we’ve already been massaged 
up to our ears and eyes with that kind of 
“greed is good’’ moral standard, it’s 
hard to imagine how more of the same 
materialist mantra can have any addi- 
tional impact. But what Time Warner’s 
incredible mass-media monopoly will 
probably do is make it more difficult 
than ever for the opposite message to 
sneak into our collective unconscious. i

MARSHLANDS 


HERE WERE two things that Stephanie 
Weisman noticed about the marsh near her old home at Delaware 
Bay. ‘‘A marsh isa fertile breeding ground,’’ she says, ‘‘and it’s 
really a place for the hardy.”’

The Marsh, the weekly performance series that she produces with 
Peggy Howe at the Hotel Utah.

audience and performers have to have a little bit of that marshy 
hardiness: Performers because they have to get up on an essential- 
ly bare stage —without, until recently, even the benefit of a 
microphone — and face a crowd of about 70 people for 20 
minutes; the audience because they have to ignore the noise from 
the bar and pinball machine in the next room. 

Howe and Weisman dreamed up the idea for a venue for new 
writing after they went to an audition together and ended up com- 
miserating about how difficult it was to get their work out. Howe 
was dissatisfied with what she was performing, Weisman, a 
writer, had been trying to organize readings of her monologues 
but was getting discouraged after production promisés never 
seemed to work out. 

As anew performer, Weisman says, the main question is ““how 
do you start out?”’ Getting enough experience under your belt can 
be difficult when you’re starting with nothing but good inten- 
tions. With an eye to helping people get that experience, Weisman 
and Howe schedule in eight performers per month, with each per- 
son performing twice. As Weisman explains, sometimes having 
the chance to do it again can make all the difference, “‘the 
unseasoned performers show incredible improvement the second 
time around.’”’ Although the focus of The Marsh will remain on 
emerging local talent, one new development Howe and Weisman 
hope to add to August’s lineup is an occasional open fifth slot for 
drop-ins from out of town. 

Howe and Weisman are currently looking for submissions and 
proposals for September at The Marsh. The main requirements 
are that the work be new and fairly low-tech. Because of the noise 
from the bar, what Weisman calls ‘‘more intimate pieces’ don’t 
work as well. Proposals can be sent Weisman and Howe at 1427 
Grant, SF 94133. The Marsh takes place every Monday, at 8:30 
pm, Hotel Utah, 500 Fourth St., SF, 421-8308. There is a $3 cover 
charge.

CONTRACTIONS 


THE PUNK movement’s scorched earth policy left a 
lot of open space for new faces and new sounds in 
rock’n’roll. Young women could pick up a guitar 
and slash out three chords without having to either 
adhere to male-determined stereotypes or be ex- 
plicit about their feminism. “We just played rock 
and roll and we just kicked butt,” says Kathy Peck 
of the Contractions. The San Francisco female rock 
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(Hearing Education and Awareness for Rockers). 
“We're lucky we survived that era, a lot of people | 
know are dead.” Now, once again under the aegis 
of Fab Mab maven Dirk Dirksen, the Contractions 
are reuniting for one show only, this Friday night at 
the DNA Lounge. Mary Kelley has continued to 

play music in New York; Debbie Hopkins has re- 
mained active locally both as a rocker (Impulse F) 
and as a physical therapist; and Peck has “been 
under the microscope lately” as HEAR gains na- 
tional recognition, both from “the big guys, the big 
doctors in the big white coats” at the National In- 
stitute for Health and from such hearing-impaired 
rock musicians as Joey Ramone, Commander Cody 
and Pete Townshend. 

The Contractions haven’t played together for five 
or six years and Peck realizes neither an all-woman 
band nor rebellious rock are novel today. “Back 
then it was like a real news item. It was a big deal, 
women in music. There were a lot of hard battles. 
Punk was really raw and it had to be break- 
through. Now it’s no big deal.” But the reunion 
show — which includes sets by Peck’s “country” 
band, Tammy Why Not? and the Bushwackers, and 
the Raging Adolescent Girls (a “post-punk, neo- 
feminist” trio), plus a historical art/fashion presen- 
tation of “The Bra Show in Artful Form” — is more 
than nostalgia for Peck. “We had something 
special then,” she says, “and we’ve all been busy 
with our lives. | want to play some kick-ass 
rock'n'roll!” 

The Contractions reunion concert takes place Fri- 
day, Aug. 11th, starting at 8:30 pm at The DNA 
Lounge, 375 11th St, SF, 626-1409.

depressing comedy of the year, 

Parenthood is offensive in its 

dishonesty. For about the first 

100 minutes it should have the 
concession stand selling more con- 
traceptives than Batman T-shirts; but a 
series of resolutions that drag on and 
on and on ultimately send the audience 
away to continue overpopulating the 
world with the message, ‘‘Keep doing it 
til you get it right.’ This Parenthood 
isn’t planned — it’s diagrammed. 

If you saw the trailer for this alleged 
comedy, you probably laughed your- 
self sick for two minutes. Spread over 
two hours those same laughs are less ef- 
fective because things get pretty heavy 
between them. Mood-wise, most of this 
movie is darker than Batman. Partially 
recast and with those two minutes’ 
worth of gags eliminated, it could pass 
for a bad drama. 

It opens cute with Steve Martin ex- 
plaining why he’s trying to be a good 
father to his and Mary Steenburgen’s 
three kids — because his own father 
(Jason Robards) deprived him of a 
“positive male image’? when he was 
growing up. Their children all have 
emotional difficulties and Martin feels 
guilty about not spending more time 
with them, even though he gets screwed 
over at the office for coaching Little 
League when he could be putting in 
overtime. Steenburgen tries to be a

good little housewife and mother but 
really wants to go back to work. 

Martin’s got two sisters (Dianne 
Wiest, Harley Kozak) and a brother 
(Tom Hulce), each of whom has kids — 
and problems. Wiest is a lonely divorcee 
who can’t communicate with her teenage 
son (Leaf Phoenix) and whose daughter 
(Martha Plimpton) marries ‘‘that 
Tod’’ (Keanu Reeves), the boyfriend 
Mom doesn’t approve of. 

Kozak and husband Rick Moranis 
can’t agree on whether to have another 
child, while they’re pressuring their 
three-year-old daughter to be an 
overachiever. Hulce, an unsuccessful 
gambler, fathered a child with a black 
showgirl and didn’t learn about it until 
the boy showed up on his doorstep. 
He’s Robards’ youngest and is turning 
out worst, but he’s treated like the pro- 
digal son — at least until he disappears 
with Robards’ treasured antique car — 
for reasons not immediately apparent. 

With so many characters to deal 
with, writers Lowell Ganz and Babaloo 
Mandel, who worked with director 
Ron Howard on Night Shift, Splash 
and Gung Ho, have a delicate balanc- 
ing act cut out for them, while Howard 
devotes less energy to character develop- 
ment than to squeezing in obnoxious 
plugs for a wide range of products. 

It’s fortunate that the film is de- 
signed as an ensemble effort, because 
top-billed Martin gives one of his 
weakest performances — and I thought 
he deserved Oscar nominations for A// 
of Me and Roxanne, so I’m not a non- 
fan. When the script fails him — which 
is nearly every scene he’s in — he beefs 
it up with shtick, dredging everything 


but the rabbit ears and arrow-through- 
the-head from his trunk. 

Steenburgen, Robards and most of 
the others respond dependably in spite 
of being let down by the writing and 
direction. Wiest pushes too hard at 
times; with everything else in the 
movie, it doesn’t take much to con- 
vince us that motherhood’s a hard job. 

What does take convincing is that it’s 
worth the effort, after we’ve watched 
parents going through hell for most of 
two hours. The pat ending, set in a 
maternity ward, may leave thé pope 
with a warm glow, but I can’t see any 
intelligent, thinking person buying it. 

There are several good moments, 
primarily comic ones, in Parenthood. 
After a fight with her boyfriend, 
Plimpton is confiding in her mother: 
“‘He told me he loved me.”’ ‘‘Men say 
that, honey,’ Wiest replies. ‘‘Then 
they come.”’ 

But overall the movie misfires badly. 
The comedy and drama combat rather 
than complement each other. Much of 
the dialogue takes the form of one- 
liners, sometimes serious ones (‘‘Wom- 
en have choices, men have responsibili- 
ties’’) that sound like they came from 
bumper stickers. Many of the situa- 
tions are overly familiar and the 
simplistic manner in which they’re 
resolved flies smugly in the face of all 
that has gone before. 

One of the film’s several climaxes 
even involves a father-son reconcilia- 
tion on the baseball field — hey, it worked 
in Field of Dreams. 

Parenthood left me wanting to go 
out and have kids — so I could drown 
them. a 








MICROFILMS 
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Sex, Lies and Videotape 
On the surface, the story's unex- 
ceptional. Sexually naive Audie 
MacDowell and successful 


lawyer Peter Gallagher's mar- 
riage has become one in name 
only. He doesn't complain and 
she talks to her therapist until, 
after nine years, Gallagher's 
former college roommate and 
catalyst, James Spader, 
returns. It's writer/director 
Steven Soderbergh’s unique 
treatment of the outcome that 
makes it memorable. Via 


clever cutting between the 
characters, first-rate and fun- 
ny dialogue and peerless per- 
formances, Soderbergh slowly 
lifts the veil on deceit and 
manipulation. He reveals 
Gallagher's passionate affair 
with MacDowell's antithetical 
sister Laura San Giacomo, 
MacDowell's tentative reaching 
out to Spader, only to find him 


impotent and addicted to watch- 
ing his taped interviews with 
women about their sexual 
habits. Ironically, it's finally via 
the latter medium that deep- 
seated sexual problems are 
brought to light and settled in 
this funny, fearful and entirely 
absorbing mix of sex, lies and 
videotape. (Opens Fri/11 at the 
Kabuki, SF.)

LEADING BASS 


Ron Carter still has something to prove

ON CARTER is one of the 

best-known bass players in 

the world. His creative pulse 

in the Miles Davis Quintet, 

from 1963 through 1968, es- 
tablished him as the foremost jazz 
bassist of the ’60s. His work in the 1977 
V.S.O.P. Quintet (with Davis alumni 
Herbie Hancock, Tony Williams and 
Wayne Shorter, plus Freddie Hub- 
bard), helped usher in the new era of 
acoustic jazz that has dominated the 
1980s. Critics exhaust their vocabular- 
ies trying to describe his instrumental 
sound — rich, resonant, ringing, 
sinewy, stalwart, stately, glowing. And 
a recent reference book notes that he 
has played on more than 1,000 records. 

Despite his leading role in defining 
the sound of jazz, his 33 albums under 
his own name and his adventurous ef- 
forts in orchestration, Carter is 
shamefully unrecognized as a band- 
leader. While jazz fans certainly know 
him by name, it’s been six years since he 
recorded for a U.S. label. When Carter 
brings his unusual jazz Nonet — a jazz 
quintet plus four cellos — into Yoshi’s for 
six nights beginning next Tuesday, he 
still has something to prove. 

The biggest difficulties facing a 
bandleading bassist, he explained in a 
phone call from his New York home 
recently, are ‘‘having people under- 
stand that a bass player goes more than 
‘thud, thud, thud,’ and being treated 
really as a solo, frontline instrument. 
I’ve seen reviews saying ‘Who’s this 
guy think he is?’ or ‘What’s the big 
idea?’ I don’t let it discourage me more 
than a half-hour. It just lets me know 
that the skills of people who are respon- 
sible for writing about this music are 
way below the level of the music they’re 
writing about.’’ 

Born 52 years ago near Detroit, 
Michigan, Carter is now on the faculty 
of both Lehman College and the City 
College of New York, but is best 
known for the resilient, singing tone of 
his upright bass. In the first years of the 
1960s, after receiving his masters 
degree in music at the Manhattan 
School of Music, he was heard with 
Eric Dolphy, Randy Weston, Bobby 
Timmons, Jaki Byard, Cannonball 
Adderley and many others. Since his 





tenure with Miles, which ended as 
Davis moved into electronics — a pen- 
chant Carter did not share — he has 
been active in supporting roles but has 
focused much of his energy on his own 
quartet, initially featuring pianist Ken- 
ny Barron, drummer Ben Riley and 
bassist Buster Williams. To draw atten- 
tion to the fact that he was leading the 
band, to become “‘the visual leader,’’ 
Carter shifted to the piccolo bass — a 
smaller instrument tuned between the 
bass and the cello. 

“*When you’ re a bass player in a trio 
and people walk into the room and see 
the piano, bass and drums,” he elabor- 
ates, “‘they assume the piano player is the 
leader. Or if you have a quartet with a 
horn player, they assume the horn 
player is the leader. Well, I want them 
to walk into the room and see that lam 
the leader. Plus, the piccolo allows me 
to play over the sound of the band 
without having to play loud.”’ 

But even having amassed a peer- 
less track record and established 
himself as a viable leader, Carter 
cautions young players against 
rushing toward the glory of the mar- 
quee. “‘I think that young players to- 
day who have their own bands are 
missing a lot of music by being 
responsible so soon in their career. 
Managers, agents, clubowners and 
the press are encouraging them, but 
I say find a nice band where all you 
have to worry about is playing good 
every night and in the process learn 
what bandleading is all about.’’ 

One of Carter’s finest achieve- 
ments as a bandleader has been the 
development of his Nonet, creating 
arrangements for a string quartet of 
cellos to fit with the improvisations 
of his jazz quintet — piccolo bass, 
piano, bass, drums and percussion. 
“It’s like a small orchestra,’ he 
says. ‘‘But if people come to hear 
jazz cello they will not hear it. I’m not 
interested in having string players 
who jam with the band. I have cer- 
tain things for them to play, very 
musical, very difficult, and I want 
them to devote their time to making 
each passage sound as good as it 
possibly can. Their job is to blend in- 
to the colors that the rhythm section 
has already set up.’’ Unlike drum- 
mer Max Roach, who leads a ‘“‘dou- 


ble quartet’? and uses strings as 
“almost brittle’? extensions of the 


percussive rhythms, Carter 
describes his cellos as ‘‘a velvet 
pad.” 


Carter documented some of his 
Nonet experiments among the 
dozen albums he recorded for Mile- 
stone in the early ’80s, and he was a 
special guest on the Kronos Quartet 
Plays Thelonious Monk for Landmark. 
But the chance to hear him in such a con- 
text on the West Coast is extremely rare. 
“‘We play three weeks a year at Fat 
Tuesdays [in New York City],’’ he notes. 
“I'd like to take it more extensively on the 
road but the budget is so exorbitant and 
we have no support from a record com- 
pany. I haven’t had a label in six years. I 
can’t find anyone interested.’’ Last April 
Carter invited representatives from four 
major labels to hear the Nonet during any 
of 16 shows. ‘‘Not one showed up,”’ he 
said. ‘‘It took me a month to get over 
that.”’ 

The tall, lanky bassist argues that the 
record industry’s disinterest stems from 
ageism that works against jazz as a whole. 
“Tf you look at the history of cultures 
throughout the world,’’ he contends, 
“they revere the older musicians. But in 
the jazz world, once you get past a certain 
age, it’s time for a diaper change and you 
get to the ‘baby jazz’ as I call it — those 
players who have not earned the right to 
the status they’ ve been given by the com- 
panies and the newspapers. That’s my 
current bone of contention. They’re dis- 
torting the history of the music, giving 
these guys a distorted sense of their jazz 
importance — no one’s telling them that 
they haven’t earned that. And they’re 
shoving aside players who’ ve earned the 
right to this kind of acclaim and visibility, 
like old shoes.” 

Although not naming names of the of- 
ficially annointed ‘‘young and important 
people’’ playing jazz (the Marsalis 
brothers? Blanchard and Harrison? Mar- 
cus Roberts?), Carter was not at all reti- 
cent about condemning commercial rad- 
io’s part in hoodwinking the public with 
ersatz product. ‘‘Program directors don’t 
know what jazzis,’’ he states matter-of- 
factly, ‘‘and they just hop on whatever 
the record companies send them or 
whatever Billboard says is the good jazz 
record of the week. People think Kenny 
Gis the greatest alto saxophonist jazz- 
man they’ve ever heard and if no one tells 
them differently or plays different alto 
players for them, they will continue to 
view him as an important alto player. 
Radio station managers have a bigger 
responsibility than they are willing to ac- 
cept, to look into the jazz library and find 
out which alto player is of musical and 
historical significance. Kenny G may 
have a record that’s sold two million 
copies, but that’s not a jazz record.”’ 

After nearly 30 years of playing with 
such jazz artists as Sonny Rollins, Gil 
Evans, Wes Montgomery, Archie 
Shepp, Horace Silver, McCoy Tyner, 
Jimmy Smith, Coleman Hawkins and 
Bill Evans, and even with such pop 
musicians as James Brown, Aretha 
Franklin, Janis Ian, Bette Midler and 
Carly Simon, Carter knows whereof he 
speaks. And yet there is no bitterness in 
his soft, rapidly flowing voice. Instead 
of resentment, he channels his energies 


into composing, arranging, practicing 


and gigging, so that he can come gen- 
uinely into his own. ‘‘I’m still looking 
for that. I don’t feel I’ve gotten to that 
plane yet, that’s why I’m so busy play- 
ing music,’’ he explains, having recent- 
ly spent a week performing in a trio 
with pianist Cedar Walton and drum- 


mer Billy Higgins, followed by a duo . 


engagement with guitarist Jim Hall. 
“’m always trying to find out what 
spot belongs to me. The more active 
you are in various ensembles, the more 
you get a clearer focus. So I can’t be bit- 
ter,’’ he laughs gently. ‘‘I’ve got too 
many notes to play.”’ |

Syd Straw, Surprise (Virgin) 

Heard with the New York busman's 
holiday rock band, the Golden 
Palominos, and on last year's Stay 
Awake collection of reinterpreted Disney 
movie tunes, Syd Straw makes her 
impressive solo debut again surrounded 
by all-stars. A lack of a single, coherent 
direction should be indicated by the 
trans-Atlantic, cross-country credits — 
Ry Cooder, Marshall Crenshaw, Richard 
Thompson, X's John Doe, Dave REM’s 
Michael Stipe, Dave Alvin, Benmont 
Tench, Tony Levin, Bernie Worrell, Roger 
Eno and Daniel Lanois, Van Dyke Parks, 
Don Was, Marc Ribot and Michael Blair 
from the Tom Waits band, David Grissom 
and Davis McLarty trom the Joe Ely 
band, and Jody Harris, Peter Blegvad 
Chris Stamey and Anton Fier from the 
Palominos. And sometimes the musical 
style sounds neither here nor there, 
drifting in and out of an amorphous 
ozone of jangly guitar neo-folk-rock and 
soft Palomino funk, and exacerbated by 
the sometimes noncommittal production 
(mostly by Straw herself). But Straw's 
finely grained voice weaves seductively 
through all 11 songs, tying them together 
with an interpretive authenticity that 
makes the album whole. Whether 
whispering, pleading or soaring, Straw 
sings with great emotional conviction. 
With the exception of ‘‘Future 40’s 
(String of Pearls),’’ which opens Side 
Two and is sung effectively with Stipe, 
the strongest songs are bunched on Side 
One, from the opening ‘Think Too Hard”’ 
through the memorable “Heart of 
Darkness” and “Chasing Vapor Trails 
(His Turn to Cry),"’ culminating in the 
wonderful Van Dyke Parks/Straw 
arrangement of Stephen Foster's 1859 
lament, ‘‘Hard Times."’ (Straw and her 
band open for Adrian Belew at Slim's this 
Friday and Saturday nights, August 11th 
and 12th). 


Laurie Lewis, Love Chooses You 
(Flying Fish) 

The country music establishment may 
not notice but one of the best C&W 
records of the year was made right 
under its nose by Berkeley interloper 
Laurie Lewis. The Grant Street Band 
fiddler and singer slipped into Nashville 
last year and rounded up such studio 
stalwarts as Russ Barenberg (guitar, 
mandolin and co-production), Jerry 
Douglas (dobro), Sam Bush (mandolin), 
Buddy Emmons (pedal steel) and Matt 
Rollings (piano) for her almost- 
mainstream country album. The 
Nashville cats obviously had fun 
loosening up on Lewis’ original tunes, 
which range from affectionate 
remembrances through bluegrass love 
songs and lively western swing. A terrific 
fiddler — showcased on “‘The Women of 
lreland/Ryestraw’’ — Lewis is a 
stunningly pure singer, whether flying 
solo on “When the Night Bird Sings”’ or 


blending magically with the harmonies of 
Alan O'Bryant, Stephanie Davis, Tammy 
Fassaert and Tom Rozum. Unlike so 
much major-label country ‘‘product,”’ 
Love Chooses You matches professional 
skill with real heart.

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COWBOY BOOTS HAVE LONG BEEN ONE OF 
America’s most potent symbols, worn by everyone 
from real working ranchers to urban cowboys and 
girls. They've become acceptable business attire, 
thanks to Texas oilmen, and fit equally well under 
expensive tailored suits as under manure-stained 
boot-cut Levi's. It’s no coincidence that one of the 
Village People was dressed as a studly cowboy, and = 
squaredancers in the Castro allemandeleft dressed in 
impeccable Western wear, from their yoked, 
snapped shirts to their underslung heels.

new-wave cowgirl ensembles. Generally a product 
of thrift-store chic, the boots are gaining renewed 
momentum as young post-punkers rediscover the 
tunes of Hank Williams and the campiness of the 
spaghetti Western. 

In the past few months, however, a new style of 
boot has shown up on city streets: a combination 
cowboy boot — complete with pointed toe, Western 
stitching and underslung heel — and Beatle boot, 
truncated at the ankle, spliced with ungainly wedges 
of elastic to tighten the fit. To look at it is to see the 
emasculation of the cowboy myth — or maybe it’s 
only the latest incarnation of the quintessential Amer- 
ican fashion symbol, that’s evolved to fit the times. 

“We used to make them to fit a stirrup. Now we 
make them to fit the gas pedal of a Cadillac,” says 
master bootmaker Cosimo Lucchese in The Cowboy 
Catalog, a guide to Western wear by Sandra 
Kauffman. And that statement seems to sum up the 
role of the cowboy boot in the modern West. 

Despite the boot’s origins as.a practical working 
boot, many of its stylistic trademarks — the sharp 
pointed toe, for example — are basically useless. 
According to The Cowboy Catalog, cowboy boots 
always had a narrow toe, to enable the cowboy to 
slip his boot into the Western stirrup with ease, but it 
was originally squared off, rather than pointed, to fit 
into the square, narrow tapadero (stirrup cover) of 
the Spanish riding saddle. The needle-sharp toe 
evolved later, and gained a devoted following. Lee 
Upton, manager of San Francisco’s Stagecoach 
Western Apparel, says that while the rounded 
roping toe is now gaining more and more popularity 
around the country, the sharp pointed toe still rules 
in the Bay Area. 

The high, underslung heel of the traditional 
cowboy boot, which can measure as tall as two 
inches, and angles steeply toward the front of the 
foot, was once quite practical. The heel kept a 
cowboy’s foot from slipping through the thick 
wooden stirrup of the Western saddle, and helped 
him dig into the ground while wrestling steers. 
Although the underslung heel is still preferred by 
those who value style over comfort, walking in them 
is somevvhat of a chore. And when trucks began to 
replace the horse, the high heel began to shrink, 
creating a lower, square walking heel that is now 
worn by the more prosaic types. 

At Stagecoach Western Apparel, Upton says, cus- 
tomers generally demand an underslung riding heel, 
although they use it for dancing, not riding. Stage- 
coach’s stock reflects that preference, but most 
manufacturers will make a boot with either style of 
heel on request. 

The colorful, often optically active stitching on 
Western boots, which gives them much of their 
macho flamboyance, also has its origins in 
practicality. The rows of stitching on the sides help 
the boot stand up and keep its shape. Like cattle 
brands, many of the traditional stitching patterns 


were developed for specific people, and became a 
rancher’s distinctive style. Later, of course, the 
patterns were picked up by imitators, and have 
evolved into the same ones now in common use. 

The stitching on top of the foot, known as the 
“toe medallion,” usually consists of several parallel 
lines and a cloverleaf medallion shape. That stitch- 
ing not only provides decoration but allows the 
boot to crease along natural lines rather than create 
unsightly ridges and wrinkles. Originally, according 
to Upton, the number of lines along the top indicated 
the quality of leather — the more rows of stitching, 
the better the boot. 

Soon, of course, mere stitching couldn’t create the 
elaborate effects bootmakers desired. Boots are now 
made of exotic leathers from lizards, snakes and 
other beasts, some of whom are on the endangered 
species list. (California law prohibits the selling of 
boots made from the skins of many endangered 
species.) Colorful inlays and overlays of leather 
create pictorial scenes that would put the airbrushed 
vans of the 1970s to shame. 

The market for Western boots in San Francisco is, 
of course, a little different than that in Texas. The 
city hosts two main Western wear stores, Stage- 
coach Western Apparel (2191 Market, 626-7999) 
and Groger’s Western Store (1445 Valencia, 
647-0700), both of which sell the major boot brands: 
Justin, Nocona, Tony Lama, Wrangler and Dan 
Post. Stagecoach only stocks men’s boots, but 
women who wear above size 7 or so can fit into its 
smaller sizes. Women with smaller feet would do 
best at Groger’s, which not only sells women’s boots 
(although they tend to be more fashion-oriented and 
less authentic), but children’s sizes, which are 
cheaper and fit a women’s size 5 or 6. 

Upton says that at Stagecoach, you can expect to 
pay an average of $165 for a pair of high-quality cow- 
hide boots, and that iguana-skin boots cost around 
$250. For the fancier models and custom designs, 
prices can escalate into the thousands of dollars. 

Local used clothing stores also sell cowboy boots, 
and a quick tour of Haight Street may turn up a 
serious bargain. Be careful when buying used boots 
however: Not only do cowboy boots shape thern- 
selves to the original owner's feet, sometimes they 
haven't had adequate care. One of our editorial 
staffers bought a pair of beautifully colorful boots 
in Tucson, with green toes and a flashy design in 
brown, yellow and purple. After a few months it 
became painfully clear that that the leather had been 
painted, rather than dyed, and began to crack and 
develop huge holes where the leather had become so 
brittle that it had broken off. 

Almost all shoe stores sell fashion versions of the 
cowboy boot, including the new truncated version. 
You can find short boots, tall boots, boots with high 
heels and dripping with silver doodads and fringe. 
But for the traditionalist, nothing beats slipping 
into a well-broken-in pair of Noconas or Tony 
Lamas, and pretending the city streets are the dusty 
plains of Texas. — Jean Field

Armed with a few details about the local used 


clothing scene, however, a shopper can create a 


unique fashion statement without spending a lifetime 
— ora million dollars — in the process. For instance, 
you shouldn't dive into the racks at Aardvark’s ex- 
pecting to find snugly tailored 40s suits. But if you're 





searching for a more casual look, Aardvark’s can 
supply the perfect pair of broken-in Levis and an 
authentic bowling shirt for less than $20. 

The first thing to keep in mind when navigating the 
used clothing scene is that there's an important differ- 
ence between used clothing and vintage clothing. 
Doris Raymond, owner of The Way We Wore (2238 
Fillmore, 346-1386), explains that “used clothing can 
be something bought yesterday and worn once. Vin- 
tage refers to a specific period; this could be the ‘70s, 
or the Victorian or Edwardian eras.” 

Vintage dresses and suits are often quite expen- 
sive, running well into the hundreds of dollars for 
one-of-a-kind antiques. But the quality of the pieces, 
as well as their distinctive tailoring, often more than 
justifies the expense. 

The Way We Wore, for example, completely re- 
stores all its vintage clothing, replacing missing 
beads on beaded gowns and making sure all the but- 
tons and zippers are intact. And if the prices for an 
authentic flapper dress are too steep for your budget,

The Way We Wore also stocks hats and strands of 
amber and glass beads that will give a modern outfit 
a retro feel. Buyers like Raymond choose authentic 
vintage clothing according to the quality of the fabric 
and certain details such as buttons and labels. Vin- 
tage clothing also often sports the name of a re- 
nowned personality, either the name of the designer 
or the name of the original owner. At Departures 
From the Past (2028 Fillmore, 885-3377), for ex- 
ample, Yvonne De Carlo’s (Lily Munster’s) gown 

. hangs beside other vintage dresses from the ’20s and 
‘30s. Departures’ philosophy is to offer shoppers 
what one employee dubbed costume dressing. With 
its selection you can dress in a rockabilly ‘50s outfit 
on Monday and funky ‘60s leather on Tuesday. 

If bargains are your main concern, Aardvark’s 
Odd Ark (1501 Haight, 621-3141), Clothes 
Contact (473 Valencia, 621-3212), Buffalo 
Exchange (1555 Haight, 431-7733; 2512 
Telegraph, 644-9202) and American Rag (1355 
Bush, 474-5214) are examples of affordable places 
to fill your closet. Although they feature some vin- 
tage selections, their stock is primarily used 
clothing. At Clothes Contact, you pay by the 
pound — $6 a pound, to be precise, and the selec- 
tion includes great jackets and coats as well as 
trendy dresses. Young professionals can find an in- 
expensive corporate wardrobe at Buffalo 
Exchange, as well as newer used clothing suitable 
for work as well as play. American Rag has an ex- 
cellent selection of mens’ shirts in good condition 
and distinctive ‘50s style suits. 

Used and vintage clothing isn’t immune to the 
cycle of fashion trends. Two years ago, it was hard 
to find a pair of flare-leg pants, because no one 
wanted them — now they’‘re hard to find because 
fashion-conscious types are hunting them down. 

Janet Spinosa, owner of Time After Time (1318 
Grant, 986-9755), remarked that” . . . eight years 
ago you couldn't give a black dress away. . . alot of 
the beautiful clothes that were ever made were black, 
black was what you wore.” 

The ‘80s brought black back, and now most bou- 
tiques feature racks and racks of black dresses. But 
amidst all those black dresses, quality and styling 
vary radically, and shoppers need to pick and 
choose more carefully. It's important to keep that in 
mind as you shop for used clothing, because trends 
influence price, availability and especially quality of 
what's hanging on the rack. 

Spinosa says that recently she’s sold more colorful 
pieces. In particular, yellow and chartreuse seem to 
be making their way from the ‘50s and ‘60s into late 

‘80s wardrobes. : 

Fifties’ styles are making a strong showing at 
Zebra Zebra (1388 Haight, 626-5411) this summer, 


A-line skirts, shimmery bathing suits (made of fabric 
not lycra) and gabardine jackets line the racks. 

Besides the average shopper, vintage clothing 
stores cater to some very spcific demands. Spinosa 
says she often sells entire outfits to car clubbers, 
vintage car owners who want to dress in clothes 
made the same year as their auto. Departures sells 
poodle skirts and leather jackets to dance clubbers, 
who go to the hop dressed like James Dean and 
and Doris Day. Recently Hollywood costume 
designers who must’ create convincing retro- 
wardrobes having been buying clothes from Ray- 
mond’'s collection at The Way We Wore. According 
to Raymond, L.A. vintage stores couldn’t survive 
without costume designers that will not settle for 
anything but the real thing. 

As the vintage clothing trend continues, buyers 
have begun to deplete the West Coast closets. Some 
proprietors must now go further North and East for 
the best pieces, to the treasure troves of New England 
attics and estate sales. Many stores have networks of 
buyers scouring garage and estate sales nationwide, 
to fill their racks with the most authentic and well- 
preserved dresses and suits. 

As with all boutiques, whether selling clothing or 
furniture, the stock reflects the owner's taste and 
specialty — for example, Masquerade (2237 Union, 
567-5677) is a fairly small shop, but stocks one of the 
best collections of Hawaiian shirts on the mainland. 
If you're in desperate need of a tuxedo, La Rosa 
(1711 Haight, 668-3744) is the answer to your 
prayers. The store has an entire room full of rental 
tuxedos and racks of used tuxedos, in addition to 
frothy evening gowns. You don’t have to WoITy 
about the perfect fit. La Rosa’s two full-time seam- 
stresses and full-time tailor charge about six dollars 
to hem pants with or without cuffs. 

Whether it’s used or vintage clothing you need, an 
easy way to figure where to start your search is by 
the size of the store. The bigger stores usually carry 
more used clothing, while the smaller boutiques 
usually have more expensive vintage collections. If 
you're still unsure about where to find those out- 
rageously high platform shoes or that baggy pair of 
army surplus pants, when you're in a used clothing 
store talk to the owner and find out what they look 
for and like to buy. Keep in mind that at vintage and 
used clothing stores, unlike department stores, you 
probably won't find all you need under one roof. If 
you don't have time to browse through several shops 
or chat with the owners, consult friends who have 


found specific things you like.

studded evening jackets, today’s designer glasses 
take their cue from the nerd/granny look that has 
made the rounds on the street and campus circuit. 
Frames these days are smaller, narrower, oval- or 
round-shaped, with key details showing up in the 
type and placement of wire and/or tortoiseshell. 
Above all, they should look well-crafted and, sur- 
prise, intelligent. 

The good news about these frames, according to 


. David Salk at Focal Point Opticians in Berkeley, is 


that smaller glasses naturally fit better on people's 
faces. The smaller lens size also means that opting for 
glass lenses, which are better for vision, no longer 
means you'll be lifting weights with your nose when 
you wear them. 

Oliver Peoples, a line of eyewear from Los 
Angeles, is one of the best names for that 1920s and 
‘30s look, which, at more than $200 a pair, doesn’t 
come cheap. These thin frames, heavy on the wire 
and tortoiseshell, look vaguely familiar but are hip- 
per than the ubiquitous, round, college-student 
frames, mainly because the wire somehow looks 
older, the tortoiseshell branches out into colors like 
yellow and, while roundis certainly an option, there 
are shapes like the oval or rectangle. One of the best 
things about Peoples’ frames is that, like another line 
from down south, L.A. Eyeworks, they're perfect 
for clip-on or flip-up sunglasses a la Spike Lee. 

Italian lines like Armani and Persol are other 
beautifully crafted glasses that are both fashion- 
conscious and intelligent-looking. Like Peoples’, 
these are unisex frames that move beyond granny 
glasses to grandpa glasses — with a discreet, private-

club appeal that says “meet me for cognac in my 
book-lined study.” 

For people who don’t necessarily want to look like 
they've just stepped off the set of The Untouchables, 
French frames from Jean-Paul Gaultier and IDC 
come to the rescue with an early ‘90s vision that is 
definitely industrial. These glasses look back fondly 
to the age of well-made machines, and if nostalgia 
for simple, working-class items like welding glasses 
is ever going to make it big, it'll be because Gaultier’s 
brushed-metal frames with spring-loaded arms are 
to die for. Other Gaultier glasses have bridges that 
simulate plumbing sections and screws that are con- 
vincingly high-tech, in metals that recall moon- 
launch innovations. 

IDC glasses combine tortoiseshell with the look of 
hard machinery. These are the frames to get if you 
haven't yet had your fill of the whole Anton Furst/ 
Batman aesthetic. With their schizophrenic use of 
tortoiseshell earpieces and reinforced metal bridges, 
or plastic frames studded with heavy-duty screws, 
these glasses mysteriously hint at a parallel universe 
where the future is a much more sinister version of 


. the ‘40s. + 


All this tortoiseshell and metal can cramp your 
style if your fashion motto is “never look back,” but 
thank God there’s Mikli. This French company 
makes everything from frames that are merely fun 
and hip, to some of the most outre styles to be found. 
Taking the small-lens craze to the limit, Mikli’s 
newest sunglasses feature jet black or black-and- 
white-checkered frames with lenses almost too small 
to see through. But then again, when you wear these 
glasses, you won't be doing the looking.
